BIE PROVINCE SITUATION ANALYZED, MEASURES ADVOCATED 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 3 Aug 82 p 2 


[Excerpts] Kamacula--The Bie Provincial Commission met in general session from 
26 to 28 July in Kamacupa Municipio, under the leadership of Provincial Com- 
missioner Marques Monakapui (Bassovava), member of the MPLA-Labor Party Central 
Committee. 


The meeting was attended by all the municipal commissioners and the provincial 
delegates of the ministries. The main purpose was to analyze the work developed 
in the past quarter of this year to implement the decisions and recommendations 
of the last session of the Provincial People's Assembly. 


Among the conclusions of the meeting, it was observed that although the pro- 
vincial delegacies of the secretariats of state for culture and for transport 
had not fully executed the tasks assigned to them, they were doing practically 
nothing. In contrast, the housing and health delegacies had shown significant 
improvement in their work. 


Regarding agriculture, it was concluded that the Agriculture Ministry delegacy 
should move as quickly as possible to pick up the harvested crops for marketing, 
and it was recommended that vegetable seeds be distributed to the peasants. 


It was recommended that the Domestic Trade delegacy be more aggressive in rural 
marketing and improve the distribution of essential products to the rural 
workers. Regarding education, it was concluded that the respective delegacy 
should recruit more teachers for the municipios and should rehabilitate or 

ar \nge for shelter for the students. 


In the health field, it was stressed that it is essential to conduct an all- 
out campaign against private medical practice. 


For jndustry, the recommendation was to proceed with legalization of private 
mills, reactivation of the. bakeries and improvement in the supply and quality 
of wheat flour. 














Addressing the closing session, the provincial commissioner said there are 
countless problems because of the activity conducted by the South African 
imperialist lackeys against Angola, on one hand, and the irresponsibility of 
some delegates, on the other; he stressed the need for sterner measures against 
liberalism, incompetence and other improper conduct, in order to increase 

work efficiency. 


Underlining the need to assign responsibility at all levels, from top to 
bottom, Monakapui noted: “If we are to succeed in our popular revolution, we 
must be honest." 


In conclusion, the Bie provincial commissioner emphasized that, in accordance 

with party guidelines, it is imperative to eliminate incompetence; he observed 
that in many cases itis nidden behind the lack of transport or the shortage of 
cadres.

UNITA ANNOUNCES ESTABLISHMENT OF ‘WAR REGIONS’

[Text] Brussels, August 19--Angola's main rebel movement UNITA has declared 
"war zones" in the 10 regions out of the 16 it claims to control, it announced 
here Wednesday. 


UNITA's Information Secretary Fernando Wilson dos Santos said UNITA (Union for 
the Total Independence of ANGOLA) was going to intensify its military operations. 
In this connexion Mr dos Santos issued a warning to countries and organisations 
which had citizens and personnel “siding with UNITA's enemies." 


He gave the warning after announcing the forthcoming release--at an unspecified 
date--of 14 foreigners held by UNITA. The captives include five Portuguese, 
four Spaniards, three Brazilians, an Argentine woman and a Swiss nurse from 
the International Red Cross. 


The 10 war zone regions hold three million people, almost half Angola's popula- 
tion. The UNITA official said the movement had 30,000 people under arms, 10,000 
of them on a regular basis, and was forming an army. 


UNITA was well-established in the south up to the 10th parallel and conducted 
guerrilla operations to within 30 kms (18 miles) of the capital Luanda, he 

said. The proposed army could decisively reverse the current military situation 
and thus affect the line-up of political forces, he noted: UNITA's estimate was 
that there were more than 35,0CO Cuban soldiers in Angola, along with 3,000 

East Germans, 2,000 Portuguese and 1,500 from the Soviet Union. 


MPIA 'Deeply Split’ 


The departure of the Cubans was not a precondition for opening negotiations with 
the ruling People’s Liberation Movement (MPLA) Government, but the Cubans would 
have to leave before agreement was reached witin UNITA on forming a government 

of national union, he said. 


UNITA's information was that the MPLA wes deeply split right up to its 
highest leadership levels over what stance to adopt towards the rebel movement, 
Mr dos Santos said. A majority favoured negotiations, but a minority mostly 
under Soviet and Cuban control refused, he said. 




















UNITA did not want to remain in the bush indefinitely and was prepared for 
talks with the MPLA. Failing that, it would continue fighting until it won 
and attained the objective of expelling all foreign forces, Mr dos Santos 
said. He added that UNITA was prepared to give technical and material support 
to the country's third movement, the National Liberation Front, which he said 
was still conducting a "disorganised war" in the north. (A.F.P.)

Tn. cost of failure 
would be incalculable. It is 
not fanciful to draw a 
parallel between the 
present situation in the 
Lebanon and what could 
happen in Angoia if the 
current attempts by the 
five Western nations (Bri- 
tain, France, the United 


States, Canada and Weat 
Germany) were to fail. 


Substitute SWAPO for 
PLO, the MPLA govern- 
ment in -Luanda for the 
uncertain government in 
Beirut, Jonas Savimbi's 
UNITA for the Falangists 
and the similarities be- 
tween the two situations 
are remarkable — even 
though there is no 
ideological oor strategic 
analogy to be drawn be- 
tween the positions of Is- 
rael and South Africa. 


The similarities between 
the situation in the Middle 
East and in Southern 
Africa illustrate the risks 
of wider regional conflicts 
growing out of ilow-in- 
tensity conflicts if they 
are allowed to drag on for 


years with no prospect of 

relief for either side, and 

in which one or both the 

super-powers are engaged 

in supporting at least one

ict. 


1. Israel’s justification 
for its attacks across 
Lebanon’s border is that 
the PLO’s military at- 
tacks were posing a 
security threat to civilian 
lives in the Galil. Pretoria 
has advanced precisely the 
same argument for its in- 
cursions into Angola to 
seek out and destroy 
SWAPO bases, from 
where civilian lives were 
said to be threatened, 
mainly in Ovamboland. 

2. Israel's interests 
coincide with those of the 
Lebanon Christians, a 
minority which felt itself 
so threatened that, purely 
for their own interests, 
they were keen to coi- 
laborate with the Israelis. 
Jonas Savimbi’s UNITA, 
based on Ovimbundu sup- 
port, has similarly found 
it necessary and uSeful to 
co-operate with the South 
Africans to keep up the 
struggle they lost during 
the 1974-75 civil war in 
Angola. 


3. The. precariously 
balanced Lebanese 
Government was unable to 
assert its authority 
against the Syrian 
military presence, the 
growing PLO takeover of 
areas of their country, 
and the Christian Falang- 
ists. The MPLA Govern- 
ment — thougt not faced 
with any challenge to its 
authority by SWAPO nor 
subject to a dominant ex- 
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ternal power, like Syria in 
the Lebanon — is 
nevertheless dependent for 
its security on foreign 
allies, especially on the 
Cubad cui.iDai troops. 

4. Both the Lebanese 
and Angolan governments 
shared the same interest 
in wishing to see a settle- 
ment that would make it 
decently possible to rid 
their countries of the 
guerilla armies and of 
toreign troops. 

It was mot politically 
Or physically possible for 
the Lebanese government 
to order the witndrawal of 
the Syrian army or to 
expel the PLO, thus 
removing any justification 
for Israel’s intervention in 
its country. 

And while it was always 
physically possible for the 
Angolan regime to curb 
SWAPO, this was not 
politically feasible because 
of the MPLA’s deep com- 
mitment to the cause of 
Southern African lib- 
eration. 

Both countries therefore 
shared an overriding 
national interest in wish- 
ing to see an end to the 
transborder attackg by 
finding ways of decently 
ending the use of their 
soi] by the guerilla 
movements. 

5. Lebamon looked to 
foreign powers — the 
Arab world and_ the 
USSR, as well as to the 
Western community — to 
curb the Israelis; Angola 
looked to the rest of 
Africa (but without too 
much confidence), to the 
Soviet bloc and Cuba (as 
deterrent factors) and, es- 
pecially, to the Western 
community — to restrain 
Pretoria. 





In neither’ situation 
were the foreign powers 
able, or willing, to prevent 
the traneborder attacks 
from becoming in- 
creasingly heavier. 


Meantime, the PLO and 
SWAPO,. both drawing 
their military support 
from the Soviet bloc, were 
hel to develop the ef- 
fectiveness of their strik- 
ing power through a 
steady supply of in- 
creasingly more _.

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"SHORTAGE OF RAW MATERIALS' EXCUSE CRITICIZED

[Text] The life of a human organ is inextricably linked to its diet. 


Only well-nourished bodies, which hence function perfectly, can have a long and 
healthy life. 


An analogy could be drawn with the equipment in a manufacturing complex. 


The lack of raw materialS necessarily means it will be idled, obviously 
resulting in grim situations, from the drop in production to the deterioration 
of the equipment while it stands idle. 


This is currently the situation at various industrial units of Huambo and 
other provinces. 


Lacking technological independence, we are constantly forced to resort to 

imports, both of equipment and raw material itself, which is a real, if necessary, 
blow to the state treasury. To attend to this situation, the government has 
Outlined directives limiting imports and assigning them to an order of 

priority. 


Even with this, however, it has not yet been able to alleviate the situation 
in some industrial units unquestionably considered strategic. On the contrary, 
the situation is gradually growing worse and, if no effective remedy is 

found, it can only mean trouble for the Angolan economy. 


There are those, pessimists to be sure, who see this as an evil without remedy, 
like the malnourishment of millions of people on our continent.

Today the sickness in the factories is only in the earliest stages. If things 
continue this way, tomorrow the illness will become chronic and will infect 
all the sectors close to them.

And if this happens, there can be no healthy development of the Angolan economy 
and the path to national reconstruction will seem much longer and more difficult. 


The virus of the illness is already multiplying, and one of the sectors affected 
by the situation is agriculture, more specifically, our peasants, who are put 
to it to find hoes, for example, equipment that does not require any great 
technology to produce and is well within our capability. For instance, there 

is even a hoe factory in Huambo Province, which is idle for want of raw 
material. 


"Lack of raw material" is already becoming a cliche in our language. If the 
gap is not filled, we will have an agriculture developing with primitive methods. 


Will this situation not open the door wider to importation and hence to the 
economic dependence we have been struggling against? 


There is no lack of directives and no one is challenging them, at least not 
openly. It is only that, contrary to expectations, they have not had the 
desired effect because many people consider them futile.

HUAMBO FAPLA COURSE--The ninth course of advanced training for members of the 
FAPLA (Armed Forces for the Liberation of Angola), held in the Nicolau Gomes 
Spencer Inter-Service School in the city of Huambo, ended lart weekend.

FIGHTING INEVITABLE IF NO RECONCILIATION REACHED

[Text] Yaounde, Aug 27 (AFP)--New fighting between Chad's various politico- 
military factions appears inevitable in the near future if the country's main 
leaders do not reach a national reconciliation agreement, observers here 
believe. 


Sources in the Cameroon capital confirmed that elements of Hissene Habre's 
Armed Forces of the North (FAN) were recently deployed in the region of Bongor, 
some 240 kms (150 miles) south of the Chadian capital, Ndjamena. These FAN 
forces were said to have allied themseives with elements of the southern 
Chadian Armed Force (FAT) headed by Wadal Abdel Kader Kamougue but hostile to 
his leadership. Colonel Kamougue's command headquarters and most of his troops 
are at Moundou, one of southern Chad's most important towns. 


Radio Moundou some two weeks ago for the first time mentioned the presence of 
FAN soldiers near Bongor. The radio accused dissident FAT officers of having 
facilitated such "infiltrations." 


The accusations followed an announcement by radio Ndjamena, controlled by the 
FAN, of the dismantling of the local administration in Bongor loyal to 
Colonel Kamougue. 


Mr Haber, whose forces took control of Ndjamena in June, ousting the govern- 
ment of President Goukouni Queddei after a long and bloody civil war, recently 
denied FAN forces were installed at Bongor. But observers in Yaounde felt 

that the FAN leader would sooner or later have to opt for a military "solution" 
to his problem with Colonel Kamougue if a political agreement with the southern 
leader appeared possible. 


It would appear that differences between the two men are deep, given Colonel 
Kamougue's recent talk of a "problem of state structure," The FAT leader 
called for a structure "which allows cohabitation and preserves the unity of 
the country," adding that the solution could be a federation. 


The FAN have always sharply criticised Colonel Kamougue's "secessionist in- 
clinations." 
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At an anti-French demonstration organized by the FAN in Ndjamena earlier this 
week, Mr Habre's followers carried banners proclaiming that CHAD is "one and 
indivisible." 


Mr Habre has implicitly warned Colonel Kamougue against taking a "negative" 
attitude. In a declaration (?issued during) a recent visit to Lome, Togo, Mr 
Habre said: "We want to settle the problem through reconciliation. We are 
giving Colonel Kamougue a lot of opportunities [words indistinct] 


Control of the south is obviously of prime importance for Mr Habre who, in the 
absence of any foreign aid since his entry into the capital, has considerable 
difficulty in consolidating power. Sorely lacking state revenues with which to 
pay his men and civil servants can thus only come via the agroindustrial "conm- 
plexes for beer, cotton and sugar implanted in southern Chad." 


This is what is at stake in the "dialogue" taking place in Gabon between the 
FAT, the FAN, and also the Democratic Revolutionary Council( CDR) now led by 
Ibn Oumar following the recent sudden death of Ahmat Acyl. These talks, cur- 
rently suspended, do not appear to have brought any tangible result so far, 
each faction apparently holding to its position. 


Another factor of discord has been the call by Mr Goukouni in the latest issue 
of AFRIQUE-ASIE magazine for the elimination of Mr Habre. 


In the same interview, Mr Goukouni, appeared to seek a rapprochement with 
Colonel Kamougue, describing differences with him as being based on a 
"misunderstanding." 





Faced with these various oppositions, whether insidious or blustering, Mr Habre 
absolutely must, in order to strengthen his authority, impose a national unity 
solution, by diplomacy, or failing that, by force of arms. 


The second option could see its beginnings around October with the end of Chad's 
rainy season, observers believed.

EXILE IN SPAIN EXPECTS CONTINUATION OF MISGOVERNMENT, ECONOMIC STAGNATION

[Text] In this article the author denounces as a mere chang- 
ing of the guard the change of government which has taken place 
in Equatorial Guinea and which culminated with the voting yes- 
terday in a referendum on the new constitution. The real power, 
in his opinion, rests with a tribal group centered around Mon- 
gomo. Thus the clan, the tribe, has succeeded in imposing its 
law on a country which has not yet managed to build the various 
ethnic groups, tribes and families into a common social plan. 

He believes that all this portends only the continuation of 
misgovernment and economic stagnation. 


The power model in Equatorial Guinea came to life violently on 5 March 1969, 
when Macias and his coreligionists, in a skillful maneuver, caused the destruc- 
tion of democratic institutions on the basis of a nonexistent plot. Those in- 
stitutions, embodied in the constitution sponsored by Castiella in 1968 and 
which should serve as civilized instruments for arbitration between the various 
factions in government, showed themselves from the beginning to be weak in both 
structure and bases, and for that reason they did not hold up under the violent 
attack of the tribal-fascist group which was fighting to gain control of all 
the reins of power. 


The takeover of government in Santa Isabel (today Malabo) by the tribal group 
in 1969 was caused by the absence of any objective condition for the establish- 
ment of a modern state, that is, the existence of a social class, aware of it- 
self as such, and united by common interests, which might rally around itself 

a conglomeration of ethnic groups, tribes and families in a common plan for 
living. Finally, a modern state without the existence of a group which would 
characterize and define it--that is, a local bourgeoisie, however weak it might 
be--was unthinkable. 


Another item to bear in mind in that unsuccessful plan which marked the begin- 
ning of the civil crisis that is scourging my country is the absence of the 
necessary overlapping of the so-called political class and the economic power, 














which still remained in the hands of the colonia’. and a few Spanish aristo- 
crais. How could Macias defend a constitution wk_ch guaranteed the continuity 
of a status which in turn guaranteed the functioning of the economic structures 
controlled by the former masters, when they ne’ ‘r seated him at the banquet 
table to partake of the colonial pie? 


it was clear, then, that the fact of belonging to a clan and later, to a reg- 
ional district--Macias's clan and district--was more of an element in bringing 
about solidarity than being heir to a colonial status. This power model is 
"Macismo."" However, here Macias is a simple phenomenon. It should be clear 
that in Guinea there was never any absolute personal power--except for very 
short periods measured in days and even in hours. Macias Nguema and now Obiang 
Nguema are two phenomena under the control of the group which really holds the 
power, whose roots are buried in some sinister village in a clearing in the 
jungle, in Mongomo. This group is called, simply, the Tribe. It began to 
sprout timidly in 1969, and capped its coup d‘etat with the elimination of the 
last exogenous elements of the tribal body and spirit, a year and half before 
the changeover which was called the "strike for freedom." 


On the political level, the Macias model managed to perpetuate itself through 
the systematic use of indiscriminate violence. In the spiritual sphere, the 
Tribe achieved its strength through rites and orgies celebrated or. the altar 
of madness in honor of the goddess irrationality. 


Those two parameters, violence and irrationality, set it apart as a fascist 
political group. Because it is characteristic for its members to belong to a 
common clan and or district, such a fascist group is, in turn, tribal. That 
dual, tribal-fascist association is what has dictated law in Guinea practically 
since the dawn of independence. Macias was its first strongman; he had char- 
isma and a way with words. Now the new "duce" is Teodoro-Obiang Ngueme Mbasogo; 
he has the virtue of having gone through Zaragoza to learn some slight finish- 
ing touches in the art of war, and that is decisive for the new theatrical pro- 
duction some illustrious members uf the Tribe have planned for this second act 
of the Guinean tragedy. 


The Tribe being an enemy of any glimmer of rationality, its instrument for dom- 
ination and survival in the economic sphere is the primitive accumulation of 
capital through direct, bloody or unbloody appropriation, without rites or sub- 
terfuge, of the private property--including the women--of its alleged political 
enemies and of community property--read assistance, donations, etc. 


Intertribal Conflict 


Once the amortization periods had run out on the goods expropriated from Guin- 
eans who were murdered or jailed and those who had fled, the Tribe found it 
necessary to revitalize its economic bases along new political lines. They 
could not continue as things were. However, there did not seem to be total 
unanimity, among the elements in power, on this matter, since that argument 
placed restraints on some of the exterior torms of the power system: interna- 
tional alliances, extreme repression, the mass detention of Guineans, obscur- 
antist ostracism, etc. This necessarily gave rise to intertribal conflict, 
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which had to be resolved through military means, in view of the intransigence 
of Macias and his closest supporters. And so the plot for the "strike for 
freedom" was concocted, as an instrument for supporting the faction with the 
greatest proclivity for survival. Macias Nguema fell; Obiang Nguema came to 
power, and the first act was finished. The flood of events that took place in 
the first few months after Macias's fall, together with the natural confusion 
of the moment, was on the point of ruining the strategy for internal change, 
so laboriously contrived, and caused disorder at first among the members of the 
Tribe; but this group, in the absence of any counterpower, managed to reorgan- 
ize quickly, and the results appeared clearly at the beginning of 1980. In 
2-1/2 years, thanks to political support, aid, donations and loans, the Mon- 
gomists had completed their plan and controlled more or less all the strings 
of political and economic power in Equatorial Guinea. 


An Almost Perfect Maneuver 


There is no doubt that the maneuver was almost perfect, to the point where some 
governments and international agencies found themselves trapped in the strata- 
gem. In this case the Spanish Government was the most compromised by the trick, 
turning a deaf ear to--and suppressing the weak--according to and because of 
that government--Guinean opposition, which was made up almost entirely of Guin- 
ean cadres trained and exiled in Spain in whom the Guinean people, in spite of 
their weakness in the struggle, had placed all their hopes for salvation. 


One thing is clear in regard to this last: the help, support and donations of 
all kinds given by Spain and other countries has been a real UVI for the ex- 
hausted Mongomist political force. However, in return for such aid there is 
no sign of guaranteed returns or of repayment, even of the principal. 


There is a total correlation between the so-called constitution presented sev- 
eral days ago by Teodoro-Obiang Nguema and the very clear attempts to ensure 
the survival, regardless of cost, of the Mongomist tribal power. A constitu- 
tion that is issued can be called a code, or anything else except a constitu- 
tion, however well it is written. The question is not in the technique that 
gave it form, but in the tribal spirit that inspired it. 


If, as Obiang Nguema says, no one disputes his position as chiet of state, why 
has he not called free elections for the presidency? Why has he not returned 
sovereignty to the people by summoning them to elections for a constituent as- 
sembly, instead of gagging them? Could it perhaps be social forces, personal- 
ities and groups, like the witch doctor N'ko Ivasa, the murderer Bato or Mon- 
gomo's witch council? 


The referendum called for 15 August to approve the code which has been issued 
--which is no constitution, in addition to the innumerable errors in its form 
and its near lack of technical viability--bears the same characteristics as 
the one called some time ago by Macias under the banner of terror. 


The historical deception to which Guinea is being submitted by the Mongomo 
group is very reckless, summoning a hungry and terrorized people, with threats, 
to vote for heaven knows what, amid a fanfare orchestrated with the connivance 
of supposedly democratic Western governments and parties. 














If the present Guinean Government had negotiated and come to an agreement with 
the living forces of the country, it is foreseeable that Obiang might have been 
assured, as the result of a historic compromise, of remaining in power during 
the transition period. All in exchange for some greater degree of freedom for 
the people, As it is, and will continue to be, the people will remain on the 
sidelines, since they do not feel any ties or commitment to the plan they do 
not suare and which is hostile to them. Thus the only thing that has been as- 
sured is the continuation of misgovernment and stagnation.

[Text ] Accra, 7 Sep (AFP)--A former member of Ghana's ruling provisional 
national defense council has accused "crooks," black-marketers and corrupt 
officials in top jobs of blocking efforts to “heal the sick nation" he said 
Ghana had become. 


The ex-council member, Joachim Amartey Kwei, told the official Ghana news 
agency that he quit because he had become disillusioned that "the very ills 
(the council) sought to eliminate have multiplied and increased out of all 
proportion." 


As a result, popular interest and enthusiasm for the coup of last 31 December 
which brought it to power had waned, he said. 


Most of those responsible for such evils before the coup were "still in the 
system," he said. "They still walk our streets, chest out and proud of them- 
selves, to the utter dismay and annoyance of the underdog for whom the revolu- 
tion was launched." 


Cheating in commerce, known locally as "kalabule,"' was back in "a more ser- 


ious and killing form," Mr Kwei said. 
Soldiers and workers had been released becuase they had "good connections." 


The council had taken steps to solve the nation’s problems, Mr Kwei said, 
but those supposed to implement the new poiicies had "turned round to frus- 
trate and subvert them." 


"Their methods have been so effective that today the position of the country 
cannot be said to have improved much," he told the news agency. 


He advised Ghanaians not to expect "miracles" but a gradual and conscientious 
process towards reclaiming their lost country.

[Text]! Accra, 28 Aug (AFP)--Information Secretary Ato Austin has repeated 
warnings by other political leaders in Ghana that the country's people must 
prepare for hard times. 


He said that the world economic recession, especially in the industrialised 
countries, was bound to affect Ghana's economy severely, bringing a aetay 
of foreign exchange and consequent shortages of essential goods. 


Mr Austin, addressing a rally of the Worker's Defence Committee for the west 
African state's film industry Thursday night, said Ghana's foreign exchange 
situation was already precarious because of a slump in cocoa and gold prices. 


As a result of Ghana's indebtedness to foreign banks, he continued, money 
had been transferred out of the country, while 95 percent of local industries 
closed down for lack of raw materials. 


Mr Austin expressed regret that Ghana's factories are dependent on imported 
raw materials, and also said that the industrialised states might endeavour 
to transfer some of their economic problems to Third World countries. 


It was becoming difficult to obtain even small credits from abroad, he said. 


The Nigerian delegation inquired about people imprisoned in Ghana. Mr 
Rawlings said that by keeping former MPs in jail, the Defence Council was 
"preserving their lives." 


Those against whom no case was found would be released, he added. 


The Nigerian senator pleaded for those detailed to be tried by ordinary 
courts of law rather than the revolutionary-style tribunals which have been 
set up. 


Meanwhile, the Secretary for Agriculture E. Bortue-Doku, has accused the 
World Bank and the UN Food and Agriculture Organisation of initiating pro- 
grammes that “strangle” developing countries. 














He said that they reserved most management positions for staff of foreign 
origin, hence increasing expenditure on loans through the "fat salaries the 
expatriates enjoy." 


"They come here, tell us the same things we knew of long ago, take fat 
salaries and make our nation poorer," he complained.

RAWLINGS SPEAKS AT COCOA CHECK SY TEM LAUNCHING

[Text] The farmers' check system, under which cocoa farmers receive support 
payment for purchases made from them, was yesterday launched in the Voita 
region. Speaking at the ceremony at Okejeko near Jaskikan, the chairman of 
the PNDC [Provisional National Defense Council], Flight Lieutenant Rawlings, 
announced that 2 million litres of chemicals and 19,000 spraying machines 

have been released to the cocoa services division of the CMB [Cocoa Marketing 
Board] for sale to farmers throughout the country to enable them to spray dis- 
eased cocoa trees. 


Flight Lieutenant Rawlings spoke of the government's determination to revive 
the cocoa industry without recourse to the old system whereby diseased cocoa 
trees were cut down. The PNDC chairman further announced that new rural banks 
would be opened at Dodi Rapase, Kete Krachi, New Ayoma, Likpe and Kukurantumi 
before the next cocoa season so that farmers would receive prompt payments 

for their produce as well as encouraging them to save. Also, rural banks will 
be opened at Alavangyo, Kpaza, Kpedze, Dambai and Bodeda, all in the Volta 
region, to assist the farmers. 


Flight Lieutenant Rawlings commended purchasing clerks in the region for their 
honesty in the payment of cocoa farmers. However, things have happened to the 
cocoa industry in the region which are even worse than embezzlement of 
farmers’ cocoa money. That is smuggling of the produce outside the country. 
The PNDC chairman said, for example, in 1977, 4,955 tons of cocoa was sold to 
the produce=buying agencies. But this appreciable figure dropped to 1,300 
tons in 1979-80 season. Last year this figure further declined to only 15 
tons or 240 bags. Flight Lieutenant Rawlings described the situation as dis- 
graceful and said such alarming situation is not only limited to the cocoa 
industry but extends to the coffee industry as well. Flight Lieutenant 
Rawlings urged all Ghanaians to once again resolve to lift the country out 

of the mess into which it has sunk.

SPANISH WHEAT, DRUG DONATION PROMISE--THE Spanish government is to donate 

about ¢137,500 [$50,000] worth of wheat to Ghana. This was announced by Rev- 
erend Dr Kwabena Damuah, a member of the PNDC, when he returned home at the 
week end after a 10-day visit to Madrid, Spain. Rev. Damuah said the visit

exports, Rev. Damuah said. Dr Damuah who held talks with top Spanish govern- 
ment officials on economic co-operation between the two countries, said the 
Spanish government proposed to grant more scholarships to Ghana in the economic 
and agricultural fields. Dr Damuah also visited London where he addressed 
Ghanaians resident there on the situation at home.

NEW NATIONAL AGENCY FOR AIRPORTS, WEATHER ESTABLISHED 
Abidjan FRATERNITE MATIN in French 7 Jul 82 p 20 


[Text] National aeronautical activities will henceforth be managed by an 
all-Ivorian authority, the National Airport and Meteorology Agency (ANAM). 


ANAM, a pubiic authority with an industrial and commercial mandate, was 
created by decree number 82-403 on 21 April. Its mission is to improve the 
nation's airports and meteorological service. It will basically concern 
itself with the administration and operation of commercial installations, 
aeronautical meteorology services, agro-meteorology, fire safety and 
aviation telecommunications. 


The new authority will also be responsible for maintenance of runways and all 
facilities at airports under the direct jurisdiction of the national govern- 
ment. 


In fact, ANAM will take the place of ASECNA [Agency for Air Navigation 
Safety in Africa and Madagascar] "with all its prerogatives and responsi- 
bilities relative to the administration of national aeronautical activities." 


Managing and Controlling Airspace 


Parallel to the activities of ANAM, in accordance with the provisions of the 
convention to which Ivory Coast and a number of other African countries have 
been party since 1960, ASECNA will continue to perform its prime mission, in 
our country, which is to manage and control airspace. The air traffic 
control service, the fire safety service and the aenonautical meteorology 
service at Abidjan-Port Bouet International Airport are still under its 
jurisdiction, and it will continue to be responsible for navigation 
equipment, overflights and landing aids. 


In reality, from an administrative point of view, the distinction between 
aviation activities described as national and those which ASECNA terms inter- 


African goes back some time. 


For nearly 15 years, from 1960 to 1974, the latter organization was involved 
in both national aviation (management of airports and the meteorological 
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service) and other activities, which it regulated on behalf of all partners 
to the convention (air control, navigation and landing aids...). In 1975, 
however, our country decided it had enough competent engineers and 
technicians to take charge of its own aviation activities. Administrative 
structures were established to meet these responsibilities. But the govern- 
ment, anxious to assure continuity of service, decided to put these 
structures at first under the direction of the local ASECNA representative. 
This transition period lasted until ANAM was officially established on 

21 April. 


So while the distinction existed de jure since 1975, it only existed de 
facto since 21 April, as we were told by Mr Kouabena Boko, the director of 
the new agency. 


Optimal Operating Conditions 


With the creation of ANAM, there should be broader scope for domestic 
aviation. 


Presently there are only 18 public airports in our cities and regions. 

Most of the runways at these airports are not yet asphalted, and do not 
always provide adequate safety, both because of their condition and because 
of the inadequacy of safety equipment. 


Certainly, the authorities have made major efforts since 1960 to lay down the 
initial aviation infrastructure and make it dependable (asphalting and 
lengthening of certain runways...). But these facilities do not yet seem 
adequate either in number or in terms of optimal operating conditions. 


The officials of the brand new ANAM agency will have to buckle down to the 
task of finding ways both to improve airport operating conditions and promote 
the building of new facilities. 


Exactingness and Boldness 


"The government,'’ as Mr Desire Boni told the deputies in parliament last 
year, "has opted to give domestic air transport a major push, to bring it 

to the people, and to make it more accessible to Ivoirians. (...) The aim 

is to help link together all the regions, to create better links between the 
capital city and the prefectural capitals, to make traveling more safe and to 
make it easier for functionaries to bring progress to the regions." 


This new policy was established in 1979 with the change in management of 
the national airline, Air Ivoire, and the revision of fares and flight 
schedules. Since that time the company has seen rapid expansion. Its 
volume grew from 97,000 passengers in 1978 to 180,000 in 1979 and, 2 years 
ago in 1980, to 245,000. At the present time the volume has taken another 
leap forward... 





What is certain is that Ivoirians are beginning to "have a taste for flying," 
and it is important to give them further encouragement in their comings and 
goings by increasing the ease and safety of flying. 


This challenge is one ANAM can meet if it is given the means to carry out 
its mission and if its top officials are sufficiently exacting and bold. 


A Meteorological Science Council in ANAM 


The decree establishing ANAM calls for the creation of a Meteorological 
Science Council under it. 


This council, as appears from the text of the decree, is "responsible for 
recommending to the agency a policy to expand and improve national 
meteorological activity, to coordinate meteorological research and projects, 
and to create a continuing dialogue between meteorology users and organs 
engaged in observation, forecasting and research.” 


The new guidelines which the Council will eventually give to the National 
Meteorological Service in the course of carrying out its mission should 
among other things lead to further development of agrometeorology and 
climatology. 


If we really developed and generalized them, these aspects of meteorology 
could be of use to all of our compatriots who--whether because of their 
career field, their job or circumstance--are in any way involved in land 
cultivation or simply rural life; these people, more than any others, have 
a perennial need to know and forecast the broad lines of probable weather 
and climatic variations in the short and medium term. 


The individuals who will be named to set on this ANAM consultative body will 
certainly be prepared to take that basic concern fully into account whenever 
they are called upon to act in an official capacity. 


The council will be headed by the director of the agency. It will also have 
about a dozen other members. The latter will be appointed by the minister 

of public works and transport upon nomination by the various agencies to 
which they belong. In addition to representatives of professional aviation 
(ANAM, ASECNA, Civil Aviation), the Meteorological Science Council wiil for 
now bring in officials of the national airline, Air Ivoire, international 
airlines, the national university, and the Ministries of Economy and Finance, 
Plan and Industry, Scientific Research, Agriculture, Environmental Affairs 
and Maritime Affairs.

ACTIVITIES OF JAPANESE-MALAGASY ASSOCIATION REPORTED 
Tananarive MADAGASCAR-MATIN in French 13 Jul 82 p 3 


[Text] While on his first visit to Japan, Foreign Minister Christian Remi 
Richard presented decorations to Matsuhei Mohri, Abe Tadashi and Nakanishi, 
who are respectively the president, general secretary and vice president of 
the Japanese-Malagasy Association. But the foreign minister--who is also 
the honorary president of the Japanese-Malagasy Association--was in Japan 
primarily to deal with aspects of our bilateral relations with the Land of 
the Rising Sun. 


The Japanese are currently very interested in our country: they have 
provided us with 45,000 tons of rice payable in 25 years. Still, this is 
only one aspect of the relationship. In fact, the Japanese have decided 

to increase their commercial involvement on our country through two 
associations--the Japanese-Malagasy Association, whose president is Mr Alfred 
Raboanarijaona, and the Japan-Madagascar Association, whose president is 

none other than Mr Matsuhei Mohri. 


The Japanese have shown an interest in our maritime fishing, the coal of 
Sakoa, our ceramics, and small stock-raising industries. But, as the 
Japanese are major rice producers, we can also profit from their technical 
expertise so that our battle for rice will not be in vain. While before 

the creation of the Japanese-Malagasy Association in 1968 trade between the 
two countries was almost nil, it has grown over the last 14 years to an 
amount presently estimated at 17 billion yen, in part because of the work 
members of that association have done to expand trade. Nevertheless, next 
year, to see that the relationship truly fulfills its potential, a Malagasy 
delegation will participate in fairs intended to acquaint the inhabitants 

of the distant Land of the Rising Sun with our country. The delegation will 
include industrialists, folkloric troupes, journalists, and so on... But 
meanwhile, the members of the association are trying to convince the 
Malagasy of the need for strong ties with Japan. To do this, a Japanese 
network television team is currently in our country to capture the touristic 
aspects of our country at Nosy Mangabe. Our relationship is not only 
economic in nature, but also cultural, social and touristic. In addition, 
an "Ikebana" (the art of flower arranging) exhibition was held at the Hilton 
International on 12 June under the sponsorship of the Japanese Embassy and 
under the direction of professors who came from the distant Land of the 
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Rising Sun. But, as the Japanese really want to have relations based on 
mutual interests, Japanese language courses will be given starting in July 
at the Raboana and Son Building in Tsaralalana. We believe our economists 
should take note of these moves, especially since Japan is one of the most 
technologically advanced countries, and technology transfer is one possible 
result of the increased activity of the Japanese-Malagasy Association.

REPORT ON INTERVIEW WITH RATSTRAKA 
AB301040 Paris AFP in French 1651 GMT 29 Aug 82 


[Text] Antananarivo, 29 Aug (AFP)--Malagasy President Didier Ratsiraka, 
talked about the crisis facing the OAU, the south-south and north-south 
dialogues, the Lebanese problem and the Indian Ocean in an interview granted 
to the press at the Third World Club, and exclusively telecast by local tele- 
vision on Saturday. 


The interview, which was directed by Herve Bourges, director of Radio France 
International, was not connected with the 4-day official visit of Jean-Pierre 
Cot, French minister for cooperation, to Madagascar. 


Concerning the OAU, the Malagasy president felt that if the 19th summit is 
not held in Tripoli, that would mean the final collapse of the pan-African 
organization, 


"The crisis," he affirmed, "is first of all due to the fact that the OAU, 
created originally with the aim of politically liberating Africa, has almost 
achieved this objective. We therefore have to renovate the organization, 
modify the articles of the charter and give it a new objective, that of en- 
suring the economic development of the continent." 


According to the Malagasy president, the OAU crisis is due secondly to the 
admission (challenged by 19 member countries) of the SDAR into the organiza- 
tion. 


After quoting Article 28 of the OAU Charter concerning the procedure for the 
admission of a new member, Mr Ratsiraka stated: "This is obtained once an 
absolute majority of members are in favor, and there is no need for a minis- 
terial session or a summit to confirm it." 


Mr Ratsiraka also talked about Colonel Al-Qadhdhafi, the Libyan leader. He 
felt that there is no head of state in west Africa who can have more griev- 
ances against Mr al-Qadhdhafi than Presidents Milton Obote (Uganda) and Julius 
Nyerere (Tanzania). But these two heads of state were either present in 
Tripoli or represented, he added. If there are "breakers" of the OAU, it is 
those who did not want to go to Tripoli, he continued. 
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Concerning the north-south and south-south dialogues, President Ratsiraka 
restated his idea of setting up three funds for the Third World: an econ- 
omic development fund, a fund for the stabilization of prices of raw mater- 
ials and a fund for balance of payments. 


On Lebanon and the Palestinians, the Malagasy president reaffirmed that there 
would be no solution as long as the problem of the Palestinian people is not 
solved by their return to an "independent and sovereign" country. 


Talking about the Indian Ocean, the head of state stated that he expected 
from France understanding for the desire expressed by Madagascar to organize 
an international conference in Antananarivo on the subject "The Indian Ocean, 
a zone of peace." 


Finally, speaking about the French islands claimed by Madagascar, Mr Ratsiraka 


added that France was preparing to make concrete proposals to solve the prob- 
lem, in a "spirit of friendship and cooperation."

JAPANESE RICE SHIPMENT--It will be recalled that in 1980 the Japanese 
Government sold us 20,000 tons of rice on very favorable terms; in addition, 
that country gave us 6,500 tons on a nonreimbursable basis. But that 
country of 100 million people, all of whom are big rice-eaters, is going to 
help out still more. The Government of the Democratic Republic of 
Madagascar will not even have to start paying the 4.5 billion yen cost of 
the 45,000 tons of rice until 10 years have passed; it will then make 20 
annual payments, to be completed in the Year of Our Lord 2012; however, 
interest between 2 and 3 percent will have to be paid in the interim. The 
first installment on that rice--10,000 tons--will be officially turned over 
to the Government of the Democratic Republic of Madagascar at Mahajanga today. 
This first installment was brought to Madagascar on the Japanese vessel M.S 
Corviglia. In other news, Japanese technicians have succeeded in producing 
rice on dry ground, without using either fertilizer or irrigation, at the 
SEPAM [expansion unknown] experimental farm at Moramanga. With a little 
good will, we think this might be turned into a good technology exchange 
between an advanced industrial country and an underdeveloped country such as 
our own, especially since President Ratsiraka continues to call for all-out 
production.

EEC HELPS PROJECTS--The EEC Commission decided at its 1 July meeting to 
provide grant financing for two new projects in Madagascar. The first deals 
with immediate rebuilding and repair work on more than 20 ricefields 
damaged by cyclones. It basically involves repairs to public works, cause- 
ways and canals, in order to bring in the next harvest; the total earmarked 
for this project is 1.5 billion Malagasy francs. The second involves 
financing of the Maritime Education School at Majunga.

The school, which 
was established in 1962, will thus be able to dispense real, practical 
marine training and open its facilities to more students from a number of 
other Indian Ocean countries.

TRAORE COMMENTS ON TRIP TO SFRY, ALGERIA 
ABO11827 Bamako Domestic Service in French 1500 GMT 1 Sep 82 


[Excerpt] Gen Moussa Traore, the secretary general of the Malian People's 
Democratic Party, returned yesterday evening from Belgrade, the SFRY, where 
he was on a friendly and working visit, and also from Algiers where he took 
part in a minisummit with Presidents Chadli Bendjedid of Algeria and Mohamed 
Khouna Ould Haydala of Mauritania. Gen Moussa Traore's plane also carried 
President Mohamed Khouna Ould Haydala of Mauritania, who made a stopover in 
Bamako on his way to Nouakchott. 


On his arrival in Bamako, President Moussa Traore gave his impressions of his 
visit to Yugoslavia and Algeria to Baba Diourte. 


[Begin Traore recording] I went to the SFRY at the invitation of the 
president of SFRY presidency. You remember that President Kraigher paid a 
working visit here in March 1982. And it was to respond to his nice invita- 
tion that I went to that country. During my stay there, I held discussions 
with the top-ranking officials of that country. And as you know, we are on 
the eve of the conference of the nonaligned countries--we therefore continued 
in Belgrade the consultations begun in Bamako. We exchanged ideas and the 
minister of foreign affairs on his return to Bamako will make public the 
joint communique issued at the end of the meeting between Yugoslavia and 
Mali, 


Besides international political issues, we discussed bilateral issues, 
namely, cooperation between Mali and Yugoslavia. We hope that this cooper- 
ation will enable us to put into practice what we always call south-south 
cooperation, particularly the rehabilitation of Mali. Mali is a producer 
of raw materials while Yugoslavia, which has mastered a type of technology, 
is (?just like) Algeria. 


And on Algeria, I would like to say that I spent just 48 hours in that country 
at the invitation of my brother ard friend President Bendjedid. In the com- 
pany of PRESIDENT Haydala, we discussed with him issues concerning our sub- 
region and bilateral cooperation. Our deliberations centered on the need to 
strengthen relations and cooperation between our three countries and we agreed 
on this at the highest level--at the level of heads of state--which will give 
great importance to the cooperation between our countries. 








Before I end, I would like to thank our Algerian friends for the fraternal 
welcome accorded to my delegation and myself. [end recording} 


The head of state was accompanied on his visit to Yugoslavia by Alioune Blondin 
Beye, the minister of foreign affairs and international cooperation. In 
Algiers, Djibril Diallo, the political secretary of the Central Executive 
Bureau, as well as the minister of foreign affairs and international cooper- 
ation accompanied the head of state. They also returned to Bamako at the same 
time as the president.

LABOR PARTY PREPARES TO MAKE COMEBACK 
Chairman David's Remarks 
Port Louis ADVANCE in French 16 Jun 82 pp 1, 4 


[Text] "Within the Labor Party we are agreed that the struggle must go 
on. We are setting up mobilization organs and we will maintain permanent 
contact with the masses so as to take up the political struggle as soon 
as possible." 


That declaration was made yesterday to representatives of the press by 
James Burty David, chairman of the Labor Party, following a meeting of 
all the candidates of the National Alliance Party (PAN). 


The meeting, which took place under the chairmanship of the party leader, 
Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam, lasted about 2 hours. Several suggestions were 
made and they will be studied during an executive meeting in the near future. 


The party will also organize a convention very soon. 


Dr David pointed out that 30 percent of the electorate support the Labor 

Party in the voting. Also, the party in no way wishes to create a politi- 
cal vacuum, to disband. On the contrary, it plans to appeal to its supporters 
to continue a permanent struggle throughout the country. 


He also emphasized that from now on the party will have to present much 

more effectively its ideology of a socialist left and lead an extraparlia- 
mentary opposition. Besides, he added, the Labor Party is the bastion 

of democracy, and the danger of having a single party and of totalitarianism 
is very great. 


Dr David said that several working committees will be created and that 
the party will lead a constructive and patriotic opposition, without com- 
promising party ideology. 


"The Labor Party," he said, “expects the present government to honor its 
pledge given during the elections and to permit popular consultation, although 
today we got a hint of its methods of operation." 














Dr David was alluding to a group of militants who had gathered around party 
headquarters booing the candidates of the PAN as they left the meeting. 
The actions of those militants, he added, greatly disturbed the deliberations. 


In passing, the chairman of the Labor Party said that the number of ministers 
in the MMM/PSM government was raised from 17 to 19, that this party was 
making accomodations with the CIA and the United States, in spit of its 
campaign denouncing them and that the party is too favorable to : 1e private 
sector. It is a sign, Dr David said, a sign that the MMM is moving in 

a direction contrary to the one it proposed to the people. 


For his part, Heeralall Bhugaloo declared that since the MMM is the only 
party represented in the government, it must take full responsibility for 
what it does. The Labor Party, Mr Bhugaloo emphasized, does not intend 
to lead an "unbridled" opposition.

[Text] 'More than a third of the population voted for the National Alliance 
Party and we want to thank from the bottom of our hearts those who trusted 
us, particularly the youth who helped us during our campaign.

IMMINENT THREAT POSED BY SOUTH AFRICA NOTED

[Text] In Tripoli, the OAU is discussing the means of avoiding the crisis in 
which some member countries would like to place it. Their pretext has to do 
with the acceptance of the Saharan Democratic Arab League (SDAR) as a member 
of the organization. There are those who argue that the SDAR has been recog- 
nized, but that its admission to the OAU was illegal! (This is a strange 
formalism which in the end serves only the stated opponents of the Saharan 
people). Another faction, headed by Morocco, is more specific, stating that 
the Saharans, who are Africans, are not a people and do not have a right to 
independence. These latter countries, which are not represented in Tripoli, 
are aloof observers of the results of their prolonged effort to bring about 
division within the OAU, recognized publicly, moreover, by their own repre- 
sentatives, for example the statements made by Senegalese President Abdou 
Diouf in Saudi Arabia last February. 


However, the main enemy of the freedom and independence of the African 
peoples here in the southern part of Africa, the government in Pretoria, 
continues to attack and provoke the RPM [People's Republic of Mozambique], as 
reported in an article carried in this issue of our newspaper. 


Meanwhile, some African countries which are members of the OAU are afraid to 
state that the main issue currently in Africa is the admission of the SDAR to 
that organization. They insist on destroying the OAU, which was created to 
defend the independence of the African peoples from colonialism, neo-coloni- 
alism, racism and apartheid. 


In the view of some of the African nations which currently want to destroy 
the OAU through their divisive and anti-African activities, the racist regime 
in South Africa may perhaps be a mere paper tiger. It is an enemy whose 
existence is soon forgotten after statements of denunciation and condemnation 
in the resolutions of the OAU, United Nations and other international organi- 
zations. For otherwise, there could be no explanation for the fact that 
member nations of the OAU allow themselves to be mere puppets in the hands of 
the United States and Morocco in opposing the cause of independence for an 





African people, making an obstacle of this issue, while the main enemy in 
Africa continues to colonize Namibia with impunity and to threaten the 
independence of the neighboring countries. 


But for the people of Mozambique, the government in Pretoria is not just a 
paper tiger. The racist regime has already shown that it is ready for 
anything in the RPM in Angola and in other neighboring countries. 


These provocations, to which we cannot fail to add the repatriation of 17,000 
Mozambican workers in South Africa, also recently reported as a maneuver to 
destroy the economic stability of the RPM, constitute a serious warning 
calling for an increase in our vigilance. It is a warning that we must close 
ranks in support of the FRELIMO party leadership and our armed forces in 
order to defend the territorial integrity and national sovereignty of our 
socialist fatherland.

DTIP HOLDS SECOND PROVINCIAL MEETING IN MAPUTO

[Text] With a view to undertaking an assessment of the activities pursued 
during the past half-year, as well as planning the activities to be devel- 
oped, the Second Provincial Meeting of the Department of Party Ideological 
Propaganda (DTIP) has been in progress in Maputo since yesterday, with the 
provincial secretary, Daniel Litsuri, presiding. 


At this meeting, which is being attended by members of the mass democratic 
organizations and various other invited guests, in addition to the district 
DTIP officials, the proper forms of coordinating the work of the various 
structures will be studied. 


Reports on the work accomplished by the sectors making up the DTIP, as well 
as clarification of certain situations of an organizational nature, are other 
items on the agenda to be taken up. 


The operation of the DTIP, as well as its relations with the party cells on 
the base level, are other basic points on the schedule of work for this 
meeting. 


Speaking at the opening session, the provincial secretary for party ideologi- 
cal work said that the purpose of the meeting is to establish conditions 
making it possible to correct errors noted and to indicate the paths to be 
pursued in the search for democratic solutions for the resolution of some of 
the problems. 


He also noted that it serves no purpose to locate the main bottlenecks unless 
the proper path for overcoming these obstacles is also indicated.

We would not have undertaken nationalization and some of the main means of 
reproducing the colonial ideology would have remained intact, along with the 
survival of factors which forced Mozambican workers out of the schools, 
hospitals and concrete cities.

As is the case in so many other independent African 
countries, the schools would have kept access to knowledge the privilege of 
the few. 


We would not have nationalized strategic sectors of the economy and we would 
have production dictated not by the needs of the people and development, but 
by profit earnings and capital reproduction. 


But the domestic bourgeoisie, which had remained on the substitutes' bench 
until then, did not succeed in getting onto the field, because the rules of 
the game were changed. 


Today we live the daily life of a people's republic, and this other form of 
existence, this turning of our backs on the past, sometimes seems natural to 
us now. The homes in which we live today, the nominal cost of medical 
consultation, and the enrollment of our children in the university are not 
natural phenomena but gains which cost us blood and struggle. Nationaliza- 
tion was not the logical and automatic consequence of independence.

NRM SPOKESMAN LISTS SABOTAGE ACTS 
Paris AFRICA AFP in English 23 Aug 82 p 15 


[Text] Lisbon, August 12--The Mozambican National Resistance Movement (MNR) 
today claimed responsibility for a series of attacks and sabotage this month, 
chiefly in the country's Beira region. 


In a telephone call to the AFP bureau here, MNR spokesman Evo Fernandes said 
the organisation had damaged the oil pipeline linking the port of Beira with 
Zimbabwe, in two places. 


The first sabotage act was on August 5 between the towns of vila Macado and 
Inchope and Gondola, in Sofala province. 


Mr Fernandes also said the MNR on August 10 derailed a train near the town of 
Mabalane, midway between Mozambique and Zimbabwe on the railway linking the 
States. He did not say if there had been any casualties. 


Yesterday, he went on, the MNR "intercepted, paralysed and destroyed" a 
passenger and goods train near Vila Fortes, about 60 kms (38 miles) from the 
border with Malawi. 


According to Mr Fernandes, the train was carrying tobacco, sugar and maize from 
Zimbabwe to Beira, and this load had been "distributed to the local population.' 


Also yesterday, the spokesman said, a group of MNR fighters occupied Semacueza, 
a town of 3,000 inhabitants near the rail line linking Beira with Malawi and 
about 30 kms (20 miles) from the Indian Ocean port. 


He said that the MNR were still in the town after having killed three "enemy" 
soldiers of the local garrison which had fled. (A.F.P.)

READER COMPLAINS ABOUT HUGE PRICE-WAGE DISPARITY

[Text] I am writing for the first time to ask anyone who knows to explain the 
reason for the exorbitant and uncontrolled increase in the price of such items 
as furniture, clothing, cleaning materials and various essential products. 


I am sure the situation has already received many complaints from the public, 
victims of these speculative prices, but it seems to me that no specific 
measures have been taken to eliminate this evil. 


I take the liberty of writing to appeal to the merchants to remember that we 
are still underdeveloped and that most workers still receive low wages, although 
they are much better than in colonial times. 


Imagine that a worker earns 2,100 meticals a month. How can he pay for a can 
of corn (at 500 meticals), 4 kg of rice, 1 kg of meat, fish ("malola" or 
bumper), a few kgs of greens and sugar, which are the staples in his diet? 
How can he save any money to buy a pair of shoes at 1,600 meticals, some 
khaki pants at 1,300 meticals, or a table and four chairs? 


As soon as the merchants learned about the wage readjustment established in 
Decree No 4/80, the purpose of which was to raise the workers' living standard, 
their sole concern was to increase the price of their merchandise, disregarding 
the spirit that guided our party--the party of the Mozambican labor class-- 

to take the measure. 


I have no proposal to make to combat this attitude, because I feel the ones 
that have already been made by readers before me are ample and sufficient. I 
would like to end by appealing to all the people to fight vigorously against 
all these cases of speculation and to urge that the competent agencies take 
drastic measures.

[Text] There are people in Maputo who are not yet convinced that we are at 
war. 


These are people who justifiably irritate and annoy us. Consciously or not, 

they open their mouths to spread "fantastic" tales about skirmishes far from 

Maputo, way out there in the brush. Here, in a large city, one does not hear 
the firing of the guns, much less smell the gunpowder. 


In the view of these individuals, those who talk of war in Mozambique are 
those who are easily frightened and terrified, the visionaries who read and 
devour science fiction books. 


For these individuals, war is what we see in the movies--tanks against tanks, 
planes against planes, artillery against artillery, divisions of men advanc- 
ing in a line or in a wedge formation, fighting each other with bursts of 
fire, exchanging shots or throwing offensive and defensive hand grenades at 
each other. This indeed is what war is. 


And since none of this is happening (for the time being) with regard to 
racist South Africa, this means that after all we are not at war, although 
for years, even for many years, this war has gone on in various forms. 


Cynically, they pretend. They block out the war which is being waged against 
us by the racist South African regime. 


[t is an undeclared war, in which armed bands from the RAS [Republic of South 
Africa] are spreading crime, terror and destruction in Inhambane, Gaza, 
Sofala and Manica. 


It is an undeclared war which can rapidly be converted into a declared war, 
open war, beginning whenever regular army detachments from South Africa, 
concentrated recently on our frontiers, launch an aggressive invasion. 





Why, then, conceal this harsh and cruel reality? Why maintain such a pre- 
tense with a false and artificial peace and accuse those who are more 
realistic or more aware of spreading fear and terror, of making people's 
lives insecure? 


Can it be bad to warn people, to prepare them politically and militarily for 
worse days? Can it be bad to draw a parallel between what the Zionist 
aggressor is doing in Lebanon and what the racist aggressor may begin to do 
in Mozambique?

PRESENT SEEN AS BETTER THAN 'GOOD OLD DAYS'

[Excerpts] One evening recently I sat down to digest my dinner by a book- 
shelf full of back issues of Mozambique newspapers dating some 10 years back. 
Curious, I leafed through the copies which had haphazardly accumulated on the 
shelf. 


They were copies of newspapers which the colonial circles in power called the 
"boldest" and "most daring."' Lengthy reports published concerning the ports 
and railroads caught my eye. 


In these articles, I read that about 10 years ago, in the colonial era, 
things were not developing as well in terms of organization, production, 
productivity, correlation and coordination as many people thereabouts 
claimed, in an effort to provide evidence of the incompetence of the people 
of Mozambique, seeking supposedly perfect and efficient forms of railroad 
and port administration in the colonial past. 


In one of the published reports, which quoted statements by an engineer, lI 
read the following: "If we observe the regulations to the letter, the trains 
on which we serve would have to stop, or, as is true in the majority of 
instances, would not even be able to set out."' And the article went on to 
refer to the constant stream of railroad accidents such as derailments and 
collisions. 


In another article, dealing with the ports this time, I read that some i0 
years back, "goods worth some 500 contos are awaiting shipment in the ports 
of Mozambique." And, ac one point, 1 read: "In Beira, 410 tons of cassava, 
which had been awaiting shipment for 6 months, rotted." And in conclusion, 
the reporter said that this was a problem which "has recurred cyclically 
every year for a long time here." 


When I make a point of reviving our memory, faded by time, of what happened 
in the ports and railroads of Mozambique in that era, I am not trying to find 
easy justification or to avoid the situation which is now being experienced 
in these major sectors. However, these facts are important data for any 
serious and honest analysis we undertake concerning the ports and railroads 
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in our country, so that we can understand certain "phenomena" which we see 
not only in these sectors, but in many others, in terms of attitudes, 
bureaucracy, conflicts among structures, systems of work and operation, and 
the mental set with which each individual views his working tasks and the 
goals which, today more than ever, we are seeking to achieve, building 
something which belongs to us and not to fascist colonial foreigners. 


The responsibility is ours now, and I believe that we have been able to 
assume it, not only in the positive but also the negative aspects.

NEW SHRIMP BOATS WILL IMPROVE FLEET

[Excerpts] Two new shrimp boats, which will go into full operation next week, 
have just been acquired by EFRIPEL (Fish Refrigeration Plant of Mozambique), a 
company headquartered in Quelimane. With this acquisition, EFRIPEL will begin 
to standardize its shrimp fishing fleet. 


The purchased vessels, of the "VEGA" type 13 and 14, respectively, carry modern 
equipment, with a sonar and radar system of high quality. 


According to Anacleto Fernandes, director of EFRIPEL, the acquisition implies 
retirement of the boats of the “RIGEL" and "ALTAIR" types, which the firm will 
soon release to serve in projects still to be defined in our fishing industry. 


The new acquisitions will help to simplify the organization of the firm, which 
will now devote itself more exclusively to catching shrimp for export and fish 
to supply to the people. 


It is noted that in this 6-month period EFRITEL produced more fish than in 
previous years, Owing to the conscientiousness and the organizational capacity 
of both the ship's crews and the workers in general.

SELF-EMPLOYED WORKERS FEEL NEED FOR LABOR DOCUMENT

[Excerpts] For the past 2 months, numerous applications for work cards 

have been received at the labor office in the city of Maputo from individuals 
who are working for their own account. The fact is, however, that not all of 
these applicants can be provided with such cards because they are engaging in 
a profit-making activity without a license. This avalanche of applications 
is obviously the result of the introduction of residency cards, which is now 
under way, which are allocated to citizens engaging in socially and economic- 
ally useful activities in the city. 


In fact, hundreds of individuals who call themselves tinsmiths or market 
porters, shoemakers, tailors, bricklayers and painters, locksmiths and 
mechanics, among other things, who have done their work for years without any 
documentation identifying them as workers, are now applying to this office, 
seeking to correct their illegal status. 


In talking some days ago with the labor office in the capital, we learned 
that this problem is taking on alarming proportions, particularly if we 
realize that, apart from the fact that they are not properly legalized, the 
activities of these individuals are contributing to the diversion of large 
quantities of raw materials and production equipment which should go to the 
licensed and properly established sectors. 


Among the anomalies resulting from this situation, consideration must also be 
given in some cases to the underutilization of the manpower which is urgently 
needed by the country, a phenomenon which is without any doubt reflected in 
this scattering of little shops proliferating throughout this city. 


The Reason for These Applications 


The process of issuing residency cards, which is already being carried out on 
an experimental basis in some quarters of the city, has in itself exerted 
pressure on individuals who are working illegally under the free system, 
leading them to become concerned about obtaining work cards. This situation 
is illustrated by the fact that a large number of the individuals who have 
made application as described above live in the neighborhoods covered by the 
first stage of the card issuance process, which was recently completed. 


However, in this connection, applications have also been received from 
persons who have no occupation in the city, who are seeking a means of 


avoiding being affected by the steps to be taken subsequently with regard to 
those who have no occupation. .

NPN VICTORY WOULD BE 'DISASTROUS'--Lagos, 6 Sep (NAN)--The national chairman 
of the NPP [Nigerian People's Party], Chief Adeniran Ogunsanya, today warned 
in Lagos that it would be disastrous for the country if Nigerians cast their 
votes for the NPN [National Party of Nigeria]. Addressing a news conference, 
Chiet Ogunsanyya said that the NPN had shown that it had no discipline, no 
order and no leadership. "It has mismanaged the country already and changed 

a bouyant economy to poverty," he added. According to Chief Ogunsanya, the 
NPN does not only have chaos within its fold in almost all the states, "it is 
hell let loose in Bendel, Benue, Kwara, Rivers, Plateau, Cross Rivers and Imo 
states." He said that so far, the NPP had demonstrated to the electorate that 
its members could govern themselves and therefore could rule the country. 
Chief Ogunsanya said that nine top officials of the Niger State Government had 
formally declared for the NPP. He listed them as Alhaji Sule Lapai, Alhaji 
Alhassan Bada Koshi Bida, Alhaji Jibrin Iman, Nuhu Baraje, Mr Yuda Nyazento 
and Aminu Baba Alhaji.

"BARONS' SAID TO BE UNJUSTLY BLAMED BY VARIOUS PUBLICATIONS 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 14 Jul 82 pp l, 2

Excerpts] It is very strange, all these apparently coordinated attacks 
against the "barons" of the Socialist Party! They have been skewered in 
AFRICA, LE POLITICIEN and, last week, in JEUNE AFRIQUE, as if there were 
some serious political allegations about to be levied against them. But 
just what is it that these old Senegalese political campaigners who comprise 
the Senghorian old guard are supposed to have done? 


We note in passing that he term "baron," with its implied Gaullist reference, 
is not justified in this instance. JEUNE AFRIQUE, which as usual is getting 
its information from afar and secondhand, charges in an article with the 
eye-catching headline "The Barons Grumble" that the latter are guilty of three 
specific types of serious offenses: 


1--The "barons" are accused of manipulating the PS [Senegalese Socialist 
Party] through pawns who act on their behalf. The proof? The decisive 
influence they are supposed to have exerted in the restoration of the 
party's regional organs and coordinating bodies. 


2--They are accused of having dampened, or at least moderated, the president's 
enthusiasm for the struggle against illicit enrichment. 


3--They are accused of continuing to hold on to political fiefdoms in 
Cap Vert, Sine-Saloum, and so on... 


Conclusion: The "barons" are blocking the process of change and reform. And 
the president himself is lucky if he is not their hostage! 


[he JEUNE AFRIQUE analysis certainly has the merit of clarity, as well as a 
certain simplicity. And it both reflects and expresses the views of an 
extremely credulous segment of the public whose curiosity is satisfied 
easily, or with mere appearances, without digging deeper. To tell the truth, 
this is jumping to conclusions in the most unthinking way. I hold no brief 
for the "barons," but I think some people imagine them to be more powerful 





than they really are, and, in the last analysis, there is a tendency to blame 
them for everything. The political reality that underlies .!1 these ventures, 
speculations and speeches about or against the "barons" is more complex. 


The president, who is the secretary general of the PS, is not the kind of man 
to let himself be held prisoner of any pressure group, whether in the 
government or in his party--not even that group of respectable barons, most 

of whom in any case no longer hold positions of direct responsibility in PS 
rank-and-file organs, much less rule over any fiefdoms. JEUNE AFRIQUE 

has simply confused the supervisory role that has devolved on a few of them-- 
a role which in any case is only provisional and temporary (pending completion 
of the reforms)--with exercise of real territorial sovereignty within the 

PS. 


JEUNE AFRIQUE writes: "It is just as if, powerful because of their seniority 
in the party, they were intending to continue holding the reins of power 

in their respective fiefs: Amadou Cisse Dia, the president of the National 
Assembly, in Cap-Vert; Amadou Cledor, the mayor of Dakar, in Sine-Saloum; 
Magatte Lo, president of the Economic and Social Council, in the Diourbel 
region, and so on..." 


New Impetus 


I say again, nothing could be more false! The supervision of the process of 
reforming the party's regional organs has nothing to de with fiefdoms. The 
way the PS is structured today, and the way it operates in practice, the real 
arenas for political infighting are the coordinating bodies, and except in 
two instances the "barons" are generally out of the picture there. As for 
this business of "pawns," I suppose it is possible, but it could easily be 
given too much importance, and I really do not put much stock in it. 


On the other hand, if the "barons" do nevertheless exert some influence, it 
is undoubtedly because of their moral authority in the party and the govern- 
mental system. And this is understandable, if one looks into the origins of 
the PS. It goes back a long way, and was given its name back in 1948 by 
those history-making Senghorians who today stand decked out as the "barons," 
who have been overtaken by the new and rising generations. The generation 
conflict often revolves around false problems which distract us from the real 
ones--and the real one, for the PS, is implementation of the policy of change 
led by the president of the republic. 


lrruly, all this fuss about the phenomenon of the "barons" is simply an 

example of the difficult problem of the free play of internal democracy within 
the PS as well as within all the democratic parties. Let us remember: It was 
Abdou Diouf himself, the secretary general, who at a meeting of the Central 
Committee gave the new impetus toward a new democratic order within the PS. 
And he did it on the eve of the implementation of the reform of the local 

and regional organs in a party faced with the delicate problem of integrating 
the new members. And, what is more, it was in the context ot preparing for 
the upcoming legislative and presidential elections, which encourage bitter 
struggles for position and advantage. 








Similarly, one must reckon with the procedures in effect in the party, 
particularly the procedures for selling and exchange of cards, which 
admittedly favored those with financial backing. 


Breakthroughs 


All these factors were at work, especially the reactionary instincts of 
certain veteran party functionaries and experienced politicians, the 
inexperience of the new members, and impediments of all kinds (influence 

and pressure from certain religious and economic fiefdoms, and so on). 
Sometimes, and on occasion to the detriment of internal democracy, the process 
was channeled and diverted to the advantage of some vested interests which 
were able to consolidate their power and escape reform. The process of 
internal democracy within the PS, in the midst of all the factors we have 
mentioned, is very complex, and it would be gross oversimplification to reduce 
it all to the "barons" resistance to change. 


Despite all these complications, the party has made breakthroughs, by means 
of which the new cadres and the young people have been able to assert 
themselves. The important thing, in an old party like the PS, and which 
moreover is in power, where political maneuvering is inevitable, is that 
the internal struggles should reflect "the reality or the emerging of the 
reality of a process of internal democratization." This is the whole problem 
in a nutshell, because the changes under way or planned for after the 1983 
elections can only be carried out by a party which is itself experienced in 
grappling with the challenges that face us, one which is itself an example 
of the democratic experience it calls for in the country as « whole, in 
line with the president's fundamental policies.

DEVELOPMENT LOANS--The African Development Bank [ADB] is going to take part in 
the building of the Manatali Dam. The ADB has therefore signed loan agreements 
with Mali, Mauritania and Senegal. The loans, which amount to around 3 billion 
CFA frances, are destined to the governments of Mali and Senegal, particularly, 
to enable them to improve their rail transport. The African development fund 
also gave a similar loan to the governments of Mali, Mauritania and Senegal for 
the development of electro mechanical equipment. On the other hand, the ADB 
and Gambia have signed three loan agreements totaling 5.8 billion CFA francs. 
The first loan concerns the development of the Yundum Airport in order to in- 
crease passenger and freight traffic and to improve safety during landings 

and takeoffs. The second loan will be used for increasing the capacity of 
Banjul Port to cope with present and future traffic and will include construc- 
tion of a deep-water pier. The port project is being financed by the Inter- 
national Development Association, the ADB, the Federal Republic of Germany, 

the Gambian Government and Port Authority. A third loan of 1.6 billion CFA 
francs aims to promote ricegrowing and to improve conditions of farm families 
living in about 40 villages in the McCarthy division swamps of Jahaly Paccaar.

COMMENTARY ON SCHWARZ'S RESIGNATION 
Johannesburg THE CITIZEN in English 27 Aug 82 p 6 
{Editorial ] 


[Text] POOR Harry Schwarz. Patriotic in the full- 
est sense of the word. 

But too patriotic for some of his Left-wing 
colleagues in the PFP caucus, the young 
Progfeds and others who want alterna- 
tives to national service, who are against 
the huge amounts spent on defence, who 
talk glibly about getting out of our prob- 
lems by reaching an accommodation with 
the Blacks — even if it has to include Nel- 
son Mandela — rather than gearing our- 
selves to fight border wars end terrorism 
while we work out solutions. . 

Harry Schwarz, the man who never hesi- 
tates to back the defence effort, the man 
who the Government, the Defence Force 
and many ordinary citizens respect for 
his firm faith .n tne country and its arm- 
ed forces. 

The man in step with most of his country- 
men but out of step with most of the 
PFP. . 

Indeed, since 1979, when he was ousted 
from the chairmanship of the PFP Feder- 
al Executive by the Houghton Clique, Mr 
Schwarz has had an increasingly difficult 
time in the party. 

There was tue Transvaal congress in 1980 
when he was hissed because he objected 
to an amendment to a motion condemn- 
ing all forins of violence and reaffirming 
the party’s commitment to peaceful and 
lawful processes to bring about change. 

The amendment inserted the words, “‘in- 
cluding violence perpetrated by the State 
in pursuit of unjust laws.” 

The amendment was accepted by an over- 
whelming majority of the party. 

Then, at the 1981 natioual congress, Mr 
Schwarz was involved in another row. 

Despite his strong objections, congress ac- 








CSO: 


cepted the principle of alternatives to 
national service for conscientious objec- 
tors. It also refused to accept a motion 
excluding political objections as grounds 
for refusing military service. 

Mr Schwarz warned the congress that 
there was a campaign to discourage mili- 
tary service, not necessarily for religious 
reasoas. 

“While there are many people with genu- 
ine beliefs and problems with whom we 
are sympathetic, there are also many 
who want to use it as a cloak to avoid 
military service. 


“There are also many church organisa- 
tions abroad encouraging conscientious 
objection in South Africa while giving 
money to terrorists.” 

In the debate, young members of the party 
denounced violence as an inescapable 
consequence of Government policy and 
pleaded for a more critica] stance on de- 
fence matters. 

Earlier this year, Mr Schwarz upset mem- 


bers of the party when he repudiated the 


young MP for Constantia, Mr John Hul- 
ley. 

Mr Hulley had quoted allegations publish- 
ed initially in the British newspaper, the 
Guardian, that members of 32 Battalion 
committed atrocities in the operational 
areas. 

The allegations were extensively denied by 
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both the SADF and the PFP’s defence 
group when they first emerged more 
than a year before Mr Hulley raised 
them. 

But when Mr Schwarz officially disso- 
ciated himself and his party from Mr 
Hulley’s remarks, he failed to defend Mr 
Hulley against an allegation by General 
Malan, the Minister of Defence, that Mr 
Hulley’s action bordered on “high trea- 
son.” 

The incident appears to have been the 
turning point. 

Mr Schwarz tepdered his resignation as 
the party spokesman on defence, but was 
asked to hold it over. 

Now that the PFP executive is realloca- 
ting “portfolios,”’ his resignation has 
been accepted. 

Clearly, Mr Schwarz has had enough of be- 
ing attacked over his patriotic attitudes. 
The party, in turn, has had enough of Mr 
Schwarz’s unswerving commitment to 

the defence effort. 

We have always predicted Mr Schwarz will 
end up in the National Party, and what 
has happened now is probably the begin- 
ning of the end of his membership of the 
PFP. 

He is a moderate, a conservative, a man 
who could easily fit into a reformist Nat- 
ional] Party. 

There should be no objection from anyone 
in the NP should he wish tocross over to it.

NATIONWIDE POLL SHOWS MAJORITY SUPPORTS NP 
Johannesburg THE CITIZEN in English 23 Aug 82 p 8

[Text] SUPPORT for the National Party remained constant between April and 
July, according to a nationwide survey conducted last month--before the Prime 
Minister Mr P W Botha spelled out his constitutional proposals in Bloemfontein. 


According to the opinion poll, which was published in Rapport yesterday after 
receiving the results from Mark- en Meningopnames (Pty) Ltd which had been 
commissioned to conduct it, the NP still has 43 percent voter support in the 
country. 


This contrasts with its 51,4 percent support in August 1981, and 48,1 percent 
in January this year. In an April survey, the NP also had 43 percent support. 


The survey also found that between April and July the Progressive Federal 
Party, the Conservative Party and the Herstigte Nasionale Party all lost sup- 
port--the PFP dropping from 21,7 to 20,2 percent; the CP from 18,3 to 14,5 
percent; and the HNP from 2,7 to 2,4 percent. 


The New Republic Party's support increased from 5,6 to 7,1 percent, almost 
up to its January figure ot 7,3 percent. 


However, there was also an increase in the number of people who said they 
would not vote if a general election was held now--up from 8,2 percent in 
April to 12, 8 percent in July. 


Rapport claims that this poll shows there was an "abnormality" in the recent 
Germiston district by-election where the NP scraped home by a mere 308 votes, 
and was in fact outvoted by the CP and HNP combined by 1 330 votes. 


The only established political party which showed an increase in support from 
English-speakers, was the NRP--up by three percent. 


The PFP still has the support oi most English speakers--44 percent--while 
the NP has 22,6 percent of their support, the NRP 14,9 percent and the CP 
1,3 percent. 








The NP has the support of 56,3 percent of Atrikaans-speakers; the CP, 23,2 


percent; the PFP 4,6 percent; and the NRP two percent. 


The poll also found that the NP has the highest support of all the parties 


in all the provinces.

[Text] THE Johannesburg-based Worker's Support Committee has called ior the 
intensification of the Wilsons Rowntree sweets boycott which started in East 
London more tnan a year ago after about 500 workers were fired for having 
rone on strike. 


According to pamphlets distributed throughout the country calling for the 
support of the boycott, the fired workers cannot find work anywnere in East 
London, "because of actions by both the bosses and the Ciskeian auchorities." 


The pamphlets read: "Being fired from work is no fun. It is a threat every 
worker has to face at some stage. As most of our parents, families, neighbours 
ind triends are workers, we can understand and share the hardships and humil- 
iation suffered by workers who have been kicked out of their jobs. 

Presently there are approximatelv 450 Wilson Rowntree workers who were fired 
15 months ago. Most of us know that these workers were uniairly dismissed 
ind subsequently called for the boycott of all Wilson Rowntree sweets and 


cnocolates. 


'This," the pamphlets go on, “is to force management to bow down to the work- 
ers demands which are; the recognition of their union, the SA Allied Workers 
Union (SAAWU) and the unconditional re-instatement of all dismissed workers."

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IN THE excitement after Germiston Dis- 
trict, everyone is talking about new 
alignments, election pacts and political 
horse trading, as if suddenly anything 
and everything is possible. 

But while there may be by-election pacts in 
the next couple of months between the 
Conservative Party and the Herstigte 
Nasionale Party — it is not going to be as 
easy to achieve them on a long-term basis 
as most people think — we see little 
chance of the National Party achieving, 
or wanting, an alliance with the Progres- 
sive Federal Party. 

Germiston District showed the CP and 
HNP that if they want to succeed in 
forthcoming by-elections, say, in Parys, 
they cannot afford to split the anti-NP 
forces: only one of the two Right-wing 
parties wiil have to stand. 

But a general election will be different. If 
the two parties go their separate ways, as 
seems likely, it will be difficult, perhaps 
impossible, to reach an agreement on 
which seats each will contest. 

Bear in mind that the HNP has been in 
existence since 1969 and has carried the 
battle of the extreme Right on its own ali 
that time. It did well in the last election 
to register 191 000 votes. 

Most observers agree that at Germiston 
District the CP did not take votes away 
from the HNP (the HNP polled 1 638 
votes to the CP’s 3 559) but from the Nat- 
ionai Party. 

The HNP will be loath to give up its identi- 
ty — and it will also not want to stand 
back for the CP in constituencies in 
which it has substantial strength. 

The CP, for its part, will want to test its 
strength wherever it feels it can woo size- 
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able numbers of Nationalists away from 
the NP. 

It is going to need something of a genius 
to adjudicate between the demands of 
the two. 

As for an amalgamation of the two par- 
ties, there are personality differences, as 
well as ideological ones, that would make 
it difficult for the two to combine in pres- 
ent circumstances. 


One cannot really see a Jaap Marais and a 
Dr Treurnicht living easily in the same 
party. Besides, there are hangers-on of 
the HNP, like the Afrikaner Weerstands- 
beweging and the Kappiekommando, 
who would frighten off any moderate 
conservatives who might wish to join 2 
combined Right wing. 

Nevertheless, the feeling on the Right 
against Mr P W Botha’s reform policy is 
so strong that efforts to achieve electo- 
ral pacts or an amalgamation of the 
Right-wing parties will be pursued irre- 
spective of the incompatability of the two 
parties. 

As for the National Party and the PFP, 
one cannot see the Prime Minister enter- 
ing into any horse trading with the liber- 
al Opposition. 

For one thing, we doubt very much 
whether he can, or would dare, go beyond 
his present reform plans (and though he 
has said that he intends to go ahead with 
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them, he might stil! find it politicatiy wise 
to change or water them down before his 
final plan is unveiled). 

Naturally, the PFP Press is full of sugges- 
tions that Mr Botha’s salvation lies in 
winning the co-operation of the PFP by 
making changes the PFP wants. 

As the PFP-supporting Sunday Times puts 
it, “he will need new alliances to provide 
him with a broad enough power base. 

“It is in the direction of the PFP to which 
he will have to turn if he seeks to achieve 
a centre-left alliance, no matter how 
loose. .. 

“Let Mr Botha display the true courage of 
his avowedly reformist convictions and 
he would be astonished by the speed and 
conviction with which a new moderate 
movement comes into being.” 

We doubt whether Mr Botha, having had 
one major split in his party because of 
reform, would risk another one by enter- 
ing any kind of alliance with the PFP. 

Mr Botha, we are sure, since he is basically 
a conservative, would not want to see 
himself in a Jan Smuts roie in which he 
abandons his volk for the sake of reform 
and an accommodation with English- 
speakers. ; 

Any horse trading or alliance would spell 
danger for the ruling party — and, for 
that matter, for the two Opposition par- 
ties as well.

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PFP INFIGHTING IN .JOHANNESBURG REPORTED

would back the PFP in a 
motion of no-confi- 
dence in the Manage- 
ment Committee. 

This was vigorously 
denied by Mr Moss yes- 
terday who said as far 
as he knew nobouy in 
his caucus had ap- 
proached Mr Elias and 


if anyone had, it was 
done without his auth- 
ority. 

Mr Elias confirmed 
that he had not been 
approached by Mr Moss 
but by a senior person 
within the PFP caucus. 

“The person, whom I 
prefer not to name, 
asked me if we would 
back the PFP if it 
brought a motion of no 
confidence in the Man- 
agement Committee in 
the light of allegations 


that conflict between 
its members was ham- 
pering the running of 
the city,” Mr Elias said. 

“As far as the NRP is 
concerned, many of the 
reports about conflict 
between the National 
Party and Indepedent. 
Ratepayers’ Action 
group are uusubstan- 
tiated and there is no 
clear evidence that the 
city is being misman- 
aged as a result. 

“Before we take the 
drastic step of support- 
ing a motion of no con- 
fidence we would want 
clear evidence of mis- 
management. We are 
not prepared to enter a 
motion of no _ confi- 
dence’ for _ political 
reasons and I suspect 
that the PFP is at- 
tempting to make pol- 
itical capital out of the 
whole issue,” he said. 

Mr Moss also denie:’ 
that there was anj 
thing wrong within his 
caucus. He said he was 
“flabbergested” to hear 
that the first  inti- 
mation of trouble had 
come from within its 
ranks. 

“It is all fabrication. 
We do have differences 
of opinion and at the 
beginning we did have a 
few hiccups, but now 
the caucus is very pleas- 
ant and we are all work- 
ing very well together,” 
he said. 
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One of the “hiccups” 
to which Mr Moss was 
referring was the ex- 
pulsion of a senior PFP 
man, Mr Geoff Stark, 
from the caucus after 
Mr Stark had refused 
to vote with the PFP 
and walked out of the 
council chamber, cost- 
ing them a crucial vote. 

Asked if the PFP 
were indeed consider- 
ing tabling a motion of 
no confidence in the 
NP/IRA-controlled 
Management Commit- 
tee, Mr Moss said the 
PFP would not do so 
unless it could be as- 
sured of a majority in 
the council. 

“We decided to give 


them a run and see how 
they did. But I doubt 
now if the city has ever 
had a more inept Man- 
agement Committee. 
Arising from this, plus 
their internal bickering 
which is detrimental to 
the city, we now ser- 
iously have to consider 
a motion of no confi- 
dence,” he said. 
Commenting on this, 
the chairman of the 
Management Commit- 
tee, Mr Francois Ober- 
holzer, said he thought 


Mr Moss was trying to 
throw up aie smoke- 
screen to hide the dis- 
sension within his own 
party. 

“The PFP is in 
trouble — it has mani- 
fested itself in the res- 
ignation of Mr Harry 
Schwartz A4 their 
spokesman on Defence. 

“There is a Leftist 
tail wagging the PFP 
dog. It was bad before, 
but since the municipal 
elections in March, 
when more leftist PFP 
meinbers were elected 
to the council, it has sot 
a lot worse. Mr Moss is 
simply trying to, take 
the heat off his own 
Situation by claiming 
there is dissent within 
the coalition,’”’ Mr Ober- 
holzer said. 

As far as the alleged 
trouble in the Manage- 
ment Committee was 
concerned, Mr Ober- 
holzer said it was tire- 
some having to con- 
stantly deny something 
which did not exist. 

“The PFP is in 
trouble not the coali- 
tion. Judging from the 
extent of their cam- 
paign, they must have 
enormous’ problems,” 
he said.

Mr Philip Myburgh, PFP chief spokes- 
man on defence, said yesterday South Afri- 
ca dared not allow itself to b- used as a 
springboard for attacks against other gov- 
ernments or countries. 


He called for details on where the men 
got their arms, who authorised their use 
and what action was to be taken against 
those who returned to South Africa from 
the raid. 


Mr Myburgh also said he doubted many 
South Africans would be prepared to ac- 
cept an explanation that an Army group 
crossed into South Africa without their 
senior officers knowing, had the situation 
been reversed. 

The comments came in response to con- 
firmation yesterday by Generzil Constand 
Viljoen, Chief of the SADF, tha:t three men 
killed by Zimbabwean forces this week 
were in fact SADF members. 

He said they were on an u-aauthcrised 
mission. 

Mr Myburgh welcomed the speedy inves- 
tigation carried out by the SA DF into the 
deaths of the men in Zimbab we. 

“But the fact that the tro ops involved 
crossed the border illegally ous 
questions over the type of disc ipline within 
the SADF. This lack of disci; line in itself 
deserves a very full investiga tion.” 

South Africa could not sllow troops, 
whatever their background ‘and motiva- 
tion, to use South Africa as a. springboard 
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for action against goverrments or other 
groups in neighbouring countries. The pol- 
itical implications were serious. 

“South Africa itself has very often taken 
a strong line against neighbouring states 
who do this and has even taken retaliatory 
action.” 

The fact that SADF personnel were 
again alleged to be acting without the 
knowledge of their senior officers showed 
the SADF had not learnt its lesson from 
the Seychelles incident. 

“South Africa finds it difficult enough at 
the moment to convince the world that it is 
not involved in destabilisation of neigh- 
bouring states and this sort of thing just 
makes it even more difficult. 

“The PFP has pointed out the dangers of 
employing non-South Africans in substan- 
tial numbers in the SADF and this incident 
appears to bear the point out. 


“We have also called for tighter control 
of arms and ammunition taken during 
combat. 

“While there is no evidence in this in- 
stance that the weapons used came from 
that source, the need to secure this 
weaponry is re-emphasised.” 

Mr Myburgh asked what South Africa 
would do if the incursion had come from 
across the borders into South Africa. 

“Would they readily accept an explana- 
tion that the men came without the know- 
ledge of their senior officers? The chances 
are most South Africans would find that 
very difficult to believe.” 


Mr Myburgh said the PFP accepted the 
principle of “hot pursuit” in direct raids 
against threatening forces, but the latest 
incident couk’ hardly fall in this category. 
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SALES TAX RISE CRITICIZED

[Text] REACTION to the 1 percent increase in General Sales Tax mushroomed 
yesterday with the Afrikaanse Handelsinstituut calling on the Government to 
promise tolower it once again when the country's economic position improves. 


But, the AHI said, the increase was better than a number of other possible 
monetary measures which could have been introduced, provided that enlarged 
State income had to be obtained elsewhere other than through loans. 


The increase was more acceptable than a further increase in direct taxation, 
stricter monetary measures, the introduction of direct import control, a fur- 
ther increase in the surcharge on imports or an increase in other indirect 
tax sources. 


Unfortunately, one of the unavoidable side-effects of the increase was that 
it would push the infiation rate up by approximately 0,7 percent. It would 
also adversely affect consumer spending and would retard the growth rate. 


Mr Jan Horn, president of the AHl, said in Pretoria the body had reservations 
about the increase because it did not have all the necessary information to 
evaluate the need for it. 


"But as information becomes available we shall be better able to assess the 
position to make sure if the step was unavoidable to get more funds into the 
Government kitty, he said. 


Meanwhile also in Pretoria the head of the Department of Economics at Pretoria 
University, Professor J J Stadler, said the increase was a body blow to the 
man-in-the-street which would inevitably push up the cost of living. 


"And it will depress even further the savings tendency of the people, making 
capital available even lower. 


He said he could not comment on how much the extra R300-million sought by 
the move would be earmarked for defence. But in the case of the extra money 
needed for drought aid for farmers an interest subsidies the Minister of 
Finance, Mr Owen Horwood, shouid have been aware before the March Budget.

Hogan had admitted 
authorship. ‘ 

The documents dif- 
fered in literary style, 
presentation, tone and 


temperament. 
“Problems Arising in 
Internal Political 


Work” was written in a 
“modest, unassuming 


fashion” and the writer 
was “evidently con- 
scious of having a 
somewhat junior and 
peripheral status with- 
in the organisation”, 
Mr Lodge said. 

In this document, 
Miss Hogan discussed 
her uncertainties aris- 
ing from the “inad-

PROBE OF ERAB POLICE VIOLENCE URGED

allegations that two men had been 
shot, one fatally, by East Rand Ad- 
ministration Board police in the last 
two weeks.

He is still recovering at the Natalspruit Hospi- 
tal. 


Mr Buthelezi. of 112 Khumalo Street, Zuma 
Section. was shot near Pilot station during a raid 
on hawkers at the railway station. 


Members of the family said they had been told 
Mr Buthelezi had been shot after threatening the 
police with a knife. 


Mr J H Opperman, Erab’s senior director, 
confirmed yesterday that the board's police were 
involved in the two shooting incidents and said 
the matter was being investigated. 


The executive committee of the board. said Mr 
Opperman, would meet “soon” to discuss the 
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circumstances leading to the shooting of the two 
men. 

“We are also waiting on the South African Po- 
lice to complete their investigations into the two 
cases before we can take any decision. ~ 

According to eye-witnesses. Mr Buthelezi was 
shot as he alighted from a train at Pilot station. 
Mrs Alina Madeka said: “We were selling vege- 
tables at the station and I was one of the unfortu- 
nate ones to be arrested. 


“As I was being pushed into the police van. | 
heard shots being fired and when I looked back | 
saw a man lying on the ground. Next to him was a 
policeman with a rifle in his hands.~

ings. Said one: “If you give people guns to terror- 
ise innocent people. what can you expect? This 
matter must be investigated immediately and 
strong action taken.

HATS OFF to Mr Miley Richards, 
chairman of the Coloured Manage- 
ment Committee, for turning down 
ar: invitation to serve on an all-race 
committee to organise Johannes- 
burg’s centenary celebrations. 

Mr David Thebehali, according to 
reports, has accepted the invitation 
to participate for reasons best 
known to the “mayor” of Soweto. 

If all things were equal some of us 
would have had no problems about 
cheeriul participation in this city’s 
centenary celebrations, if only for 
sentimental reasons. But all things 
are simply not equal and any black 
man who is invited to serve on the 
committee or participate in the cele- 
brations should check his response 
clearly. 

The chairman of the Johannes- 
burg Management Committee is Mr 
Francois Oberholzer, well kaown 
for his conservatism. A large por- 
tion of control from the city council 
is by Nats. If these men had their 
way they would re-introduce all the 
verkrampte measures in Johannes- 
burg that are being mooted in simi- 
lar councils, like Krugersdorp. 

We have a ceriain measure of 
“freedom” in Johannesburg, but the 
truth is this city is as much part of 
the government’s fundamental poli- 
cy of separate “freedoms”, which in 
fact mean unequal “freedoms”, as 
any darpie in the Free State. And 
that is putting it mildly. 
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It was the Progressive Reform 
Party that had brought up ideas 
about having Johannesburg and So- 
weto under a metropolitan local 
authority, and this made sense. 
After all, most blacks, and here we 
include coloureds and Indians, have 
as much of a stake in Johannesburg 
as the most lily-white white. It is 
quite common to see the city’s 
streets packed with black shoppers, 
among other things, and it has been 
said that a massive pertion of So- 
weto consumer spending power is 
swallowed by Johannesburg busi- 
nessmen. 

In the final analysis the feelings 
blacks had against the Republic 
celebrations should not be far re- 
moved from those for the city’s 
celebrations. Johannesburg is, as it 
were, the core of power from whence 
the might of the system is generated. 
Blacks get very little from the city 
materially and otherwise, except for 
cosmetic things such as “open” 
libraries, post offices, parks and 
some hotels. :, 

This does not mean we are re- 
garded in any way as -part of the 
city. In fact if some of the conserva- 
tives had their way they would re- 
introduce things like the “‘nag-pass” 
(curfew) here. 

It is thus the height of hypocrisy 
for blacks to involve themselves in 
matters where they are regarded as 
poor cousins or at the worst simply a 
nuisance. We are hoping that the re- 
ports about Mr Thebehali’s partici- 
pation or intentions to serve on the 
organising committee are untrue. 
But one has serious doubts if Mr 
Thebehali would turn down the invi- 
tation. 

His problem is that he has sunk 
himself into being part of the white 
power structure and when those 
people demand their dues, he has no 
option but to deliver. 

We have said blacks would have 
participated in these celebrations for 
sentimental reasons and we are be- 
ing serious. There is no doubt that, 
even if the history of the city for 
biack people has not been a happy 
one, most of us are attached to it. 











COMMENTARY ON BOESAK'S NOMINATION TO HEAD WARC

IT IS ironic if somewhat fitting that 
Dr Allan Boesak’s name has been 
meminated as possible candidate for 
presidency of the World Alliance of 
Reformed Churches in Ottawa, 
Canada. ) 

Dr Boesak is a chaplain of the Ne- 
derduitse Gerefo Sending- 
kerk, a sister church r the va- 
rious Reformed churches. He is also 
the first Third World cleric to be 
meminated as head of the world 
charch body. 

That a cleric from the Afrikaner 
churches should be seen to be as the 
pessibte leader of a world church or- 
ganisation that has constantly at- 
tacked this government’s policy is 

i t 


The WARC represents more than 


7® million Christians in 156 coun-- 


tries and is one of the most impor- 
tant ecumenical movements in the 
wortd. At its current conference in 
Ottawa, the attack on apertheid in 
Seuth Africa has been sustained 
throughout. Dr Boesak emerged as 
one of the dominant personalities at 
the conference and his nomination 
‘was met with general applause by 
delegates. 

The ecunemical body has resolved 
that the white Dutch Reformed 
Churches in SA _ should be sus- 
pended from the world body. 

After a seven-hour long debate 
the Alliance’s General Council voted 
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overwhelmingly for the suspension 
of the Nederduitse Gereformeerde 
Kerk (NGK) and the Nederduitse 
Hervormde Kerk (NHK). The ac- 
tion means the two churches will not 
be able to send delegates to future 
general councils and will not have 
merabership in the Alliance’s com- 
mittee and commissions. 

This isolation of South African ec- 
celesiastics from world organisa- 
tions is another indication that the 
world is concerned about the system 
of apartheid here even within the 
context of the so-called reformist 
moves by the Government. 

Such isolation, including the cul- 
tural and sports isolation, has a dy- 
namic psychological effect on the 
system. Among other things Afri- 
kaner churches may harden their 
response to reform, but it is clear 
that many white Christians will see 
this as a slap in the face for their 
continued support of the status quo. 
That the attack should have been 


mounted by a cleric who belonged to 


these churches is significant. 
There have been occasional voices

of disquiet about apartheid even 
from the Afrikaner churches 
particularly where they found it im- 
possible to reconcile Christian doc- 
trine with the dictates of an oppres- 
Sive system based on race. 

There are differing views about 
the stance clerics should take on so- 
cial problems. There is a view which 
is perhaps unfairly repeated by 
those who support the Government 
here, that clerics who are activists so- 
ciaHy are indulging in matters that 
are political. It is however deliber- 
ately not mentioned and even ig- 
nored that the same Afrikaner 
churches are supportive, sometimes 
through biblical injunction, of a po- 
litical system. 

We are hoping to be amongst the 
first to congratulate Dr Boesak for 
his nomination. 

He has shown his dedication to 
justice and peace for all peoples of 
the country.

Dr Rupert said that as 
far back as February 
11 1981 Dr Wassenaar, 
chairman of Sanlam, 
had indicated to him 
in his office that he 
would “eliminate” Dr 
Wim de Villiers and 
that he would use 
“Dupie”, that is Dr Du 


Plessis, as the means 
of doing this. 


Inevitable 


“The outcome was in- 
evitable. However, a 
scapegoat had to be 
found. Rembrendt has 
repeatedly been at- 
tacked, even with the 
help of full page ad- 
vertisements costing 
thousands of rands of 
policy holders’ money 
— and this was again 
done in last Satur- 
day’s statement, in- 
tended for the Sunday 
Press. 


“Our position is simply 
that, during January 
1975, and at the re- 
quest of Sanlam, we 
helped at a critical 
stage to acquire the 
decisive shares. in 
Union Corporation. 


“Following that, in De- 
cember 1975, we were 
invited to join Federal 
Mining as sharehold- 
ers.

UNION MEN CLEARED--THE DETENTION of trade unionists by police was as a result 
of the violation of non-labour laws, according to the Director-General of 
Manpower, Dr Piet van der Merwe. Answering a question at a Press conference 

in Pretoria yesterday, he said although strikes were illegal and should be 
condemned, no unionist has been brought to court for violating labour laws. 
Unionists who havebeen detained in the past had information which police needed 
or were involved in other activities which might endanger the security of 

the State, he said. Unionists have in recent months been harrassed and de- 
tained by security police during and after labour unrests. In his answer, 

Dr van der Merwe said his department was concerned about speedy means of solv- 
ing labour disputes that was why "we published the Labour Relations Amendment 
Bill recently." Referring to the industrial councils, he said some unions 
preferred plant-level bargaining and it was vital that whatever ways were used, 
strikes should be settled speedily. The Government wanted to see co-operation 
between workers, unions and employers and did not want to force emerging black 
unions to register. Mr Dennis van der Walt, Parliamentary Officer of Manpower, 
told The SOWETAN that the Government was "heartened by calculations which 

show that the average number of days of production lost by strikes has declined 
from three days last year to 1,9 so far this year."

SOWETO LIGHTS--THE SOWETO Council is faced with the enormous task of raising 
R8-million to save its R204-million electrification project. Contractors 

had initially asked the council to raise R14-million to allow full completion 
of the project, but the figure was later brought down to R8-million after 
consultations with the West Rand Administration Board. Mr David Thebali yes- 
terday told a monthly council meeting that the R204-million originally budget- 
ed for the project was not sufficient to meet the escalating costs. The pro- 
ject is due for completion some time next year.

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STRIKES FORCE DELAYS--THE UNCERTAIN labour situation in the eastern Cape has 
not only contributed to the temporary shelving of a R100-million expansion 
programme at Volkswagen, but will add to the delay of a multi-million rand 
expansion programme at Ford. At the same time, both these giant companies 
are constantly looking at possibilities of expanding elsewhere, and Ford was 
to meet a delegation fromTranskei on this issue yesterday. This picture 
emerged from inquiries among informed sources yesterday, following the an- 
nouncement on Wednesday by Volkswagen that, because of the labour situation 
and the downward trend in the economy, "we have suspended decisions on any 
investment in the immediate future." The third eastern Cape motor company, 
General Motors, which has also in recent weeks been hit by unprecedented labour 
unrest, issued a statement yesterday warning, about the negative effect of 
an unstable labour situation, and hinted that it also might have delayed ex- 
pansion programmes.

MORE STRIKES--THERE have been more strikes in South Africa in the first five 
months than in the same period last year, according to statistics compiled 

by the Johannesburg Chamber of Commerce. The statistics reveal that about 
200 strikes and stoppages occurred in the first five months of this year, 
compared with 342 during the entire year of 1981. Proportionally, only 142 
stoppages occurred in the first five months. The outgoing president of the 
chamber Mr Martin Keyser said that the number of strikes were onthe increase 
because of the downturn in the economy, which will cause more workers to lose 
their jobs. "This factor, coupled with the lack of job opportunities for 
new entrants to the labour market, introduces an additional element likely 

to cause further labour unrest," he said. ‘'The challenge presented to South 
African management is a demanding one which calls for the effective communi- 
cation between unions and management, to ensure stability and co-operation," 
he said. Increasing unemployment among blacks of all categories was "a matter 
of grave concern," as the effects of the deepening recession over the next 

18 months will cause considerable hardship and a decline in living standards 
excerbated by the effects of inflation on food prices which in 1981 escalated 
by 22 percent compared with the average level of consumer prices which rose 
by 15.2 percent. He said that the flow of unskilled workers from rural to 
metropolitan areas continued unabated in spite of influx control, thus increas- 
ing unemployment and the housing shortage, and placing severe strains on the 
provision of medical, sanitary and other services. "There is little doubt 
that upgrading of these facilities is long overdue," he added. "The housing 
shortage is not being alleviated, even in Soweto where white developers are 
permitted to erect dwellings for sale,'’ Mr Keyser said.

CWLIU DEMAND--MEMBERS of the Chemical Workers' Industrial Unon (CWIU) at Col- 
gate-Palmolive in Boksburg yesterday called on the company to account for

TRADE SURPLUS--SOUTH Africa's trade swung into its first surplus this year 

in July, with exports outweighing imports by some R300-million. The iatest 
figure compares with a deficit in June of just below R100-million, and nearly 
R200-million in July, 1981. Exports this time rose to R1,89-billion, 22 per- 
cent higher than in June, encouraged by some seasonal influences, while there 
was asmaller, but nevertheless gratifying drop in imports of about 4 percent 
to R1,55-billion from R1,65-billion in June. Here also there were seasonal 
influences, but the Budget-imposed import surcharge must have deterred some 
importers, particularly those concerned with consumer goods. Their preference 
at present, thanks to the squeeze on consumer spending, is to run down their 
stocks in the quest for liquidity in order to reduce their borrowings at high 
interest rates. Whereas at the end of June, the deficit on current import- 
export business was over the Rl-billion mark, the latest surplus had reduced 
the figure to just over R800-million, compared with a surplus of R39-million 
at the end of July, 1981.

POLITICAL PRISONERS--CAPE TOWN--Political prisoners at Helderstroom Prison, 
near Caledon, have refused visiting rights in an effort to change an instruc- 
tion that communication between prisoners and visitors must be in English 

or Afrikaans. About 75 prisoners were transferred from Robben Island to 
Helderstroom six months ago. On the island, prisoners may use their home 
tongue in the presence of an interpreter. At Helderstroom they were told 

all communication must be in English or Afrikaans. This has been reported 
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to the International Red Cross. On Wednesday, friends and relatives visited 
seven prisoners, who insisted on speaking in their home language. Two visitors 
interviewed by reporters this week both needed the help of an interpreter. 
It is understood this is the second week in which prisoners have refused to 
speak English. Brigadier Hennie Botha, chief liaison officer of the Depart- 
ment of Prisons, said in a statement issued in Pretoria the general rule was 
that communication should be in English or Afrikaans but, if interpreters 
were available, visits could be in another language. "It has come to our 
notice that some prisoners at Helderstroom Prison refused to take visits in 
English or Afrikaans, while all the visitors involved were happy to speak 
English. The prison service is satisfied the prisoners involved were fully 
capable of enjoying the privilege of their visits."

NATION SAID TO BE FACING DEEP ECONOMIC CRISIS

[Text] Lusaka, August 11--Air travelers to Zambia are greeted at Lusaka by 

what appears to be a Mirage: a wide-bodied 170-passenger blue Mercedes-Benz bus 
bus into which they are assembled to ride...fully 100 meters (yards) to the 
terminal. 


The buses--there are two of them--were purchased a few months ago with 800,000 
marks (320,000 U.S. dollars) in West German aid. 


It would be difficult to conceive of a more superfluous installation at the 
neat but smallish Lusaka airport than two giant buses, each of whose passenger 
capacity well exceeds that of many of the planes landing here and whose average 
trip takes about 25 seconds. 





But they provide a good introduction to life in Zambia, which has fallen into 
deep economic crisis largely caused by world recession but terribly exacerbated 
by wasteful allocation of resources. 


Eighteen years after independence from Britain, President Kenneth Kaunda's 
Zambia is a place where the latest political slogan is "scientific socialism'-- 
basically Marxist egalitarianism--but where economic inequality abounds. 


Sole Party 


It is a problem Mr Kaunda must face as he gears up the sole legal political 
movement--his United National Independence Party (UNIP)--for presidential 
elections next year in which he will be the only candidate but must receive 
a 50 per cent or better "yes" vote to gain a fifth five-year term. 


Members of the Zambian elite, a few thousand strong and centered on this capi- 
tal of 600,000 people, enjoy incomes of up to 100,000 Kwacha (100,000 U.S. 
dollars) a year that allow them regularly to spend 500 Kwacha (dollars) on a 
restaurant meal with a bottle of French or South African wine for 40-50 Kwacha. 


Their homes, in former whites-only suburbs, may cost up to 150,000 Kwacha. 
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The other side of the coin is the life of the ordinary Zambian. According to 
an estimate by a Zambian economist published in the national press, as much as 
half the population of Lusaka Lives in shanties. 


A 25 kilo (55 1b) bag of maize (corn) meal, the staple food, costs nine Kwacha 
or about three times the price in next-door Zimbabwe. The man paying for the 
bag will probably not make more than 100 Kwacha a month (there is no minimum 
wage). 


For the last six years, the inflation rate for low-income households--about 15 
percent in 1981l--has consistently been higher than that for the high-income 
families. Employment is stagnant at about 370,000 jobs nationwide while the 
population is growing at an annual rate of 3.3 per cent. 


The tirst 10 years after independence were not so bad. Buoyed by high prices 
for copper, Zambia's main export that accounts for 95 per cent of foreign 
earnings, the economy held its own. 


But in 1975, the roof fell in. Copper crashed from 1,326 to 793 Kwacha per ton, 
export revenues dropped more than 40 per cent and from a nearly break-even 
balance of payments Zambia fell 378 million U.S. dollars into the red. 


The problems were aggravated by the increasing cost to Zambia of the now-ended 
guerrilla war in Zimbabwe, and the Zambian economy has never really recovered. 


The balance of payments has steadily declined since 1975 largely due to increas- 
ingly oil import costs, and by 1981 the national debt was 1,694 million Kwacha 
or more than 55 per cent of gross domestic product. 





Mr Kaunda's government had to turn to the International Monetary Fund (IMF), 
which in May 1981 granted 800 million SDR's (1 SDR = 1.07 U.S.) in emergency 
assistance over three years. 


But the aid was conditional on Zambia's restricting government borrowing, 
repaying foreign debt, cleaning up its badly controlled system of import 
licensing and reducing consumer subsidies. 


Although the government has begun to fulfill the last condition--whence the 
steep rise in the prices of basics--the IMF is clearly not satisfied on other 
accounts. 


[t let Zambia have 300 million SDR's of the total last year, and was to grant 
another 300 million this year in installments of 75 million. But as of early 


August, Zambia has not been allowed to draw any 1982 credit.

Main Demands 


Well-placed sources in Lusaka said the IMF is apparently making two main de- 
mands: that the Zambians devalue the Kwacha for the third time in six years, 
and improve their financial management. 














Under the second heading, the sources said, the IMF may insist on placing its 
own experts in Key Zambian ministries as it did recently in Zaire. 


In return, the IMF could offer to support copper prices, which have been run- 
ning at or below production costs. 


Management of foreign currency reserves especially has been chaotic, the sources 
said. This situation has led to the uncontrolled importation of luxury goods 
such as liquor, electronic equipment and pricey automobiles at the expense of 
capitalgoods for investment. 





Widespread corruption plays a part in this, as in some other aspects of govern- 
ment activity, the sources said. 


Accusations of official corruption were made recently in connection with the 
misappropriation of relief funds for flood victims in Kanyama, near Lusaka, 
and with the purchase of more than 140 tourist buses, boats and trucks from 
France, for 6 million Kwacha, eventually renegotiated down by nearly half 
after a public outcry. 





President Kaunda acknowledged in an address six weeks ago that Zambians would 
have to "brace themselves" for even more difficult economic times ahead, with 
the price of copper continuing to fall, and that people would have to assume 
lifestyles in keeping with reduced wealth. 


Some political observers in Lusaka see Mr Kaunda's introduction of the "scien- 
tific socialism" concept, which is now to be taught in schools, as an attempt 

to draw attention away from Zambia's increasing dependence on the "capitalist" 
world as exemplified by the IMF. 


The government has not made completely clear what it means by scientific 
socialism. However, in a major policy speech in March, Mr Kaunda equated it 


with Marxism-Leninism. 


Addressing church leaders who have been very critical of the new ideology, he 


said: "Western civilization has failed to interpret the teachings of Christ 
correctly because of human greed that has bred international exploitative 
capitalism. 


"But Marxism-Leninism is advancing the teachings of Christ, Budda, Mohammed and 
Krishna to better man's life." 


At the same time, Mr Kaunda hastened to assure the clergymen that UNIP would 
not at this time become a Marxist Party. The official ideology since inde- 
pendence has been "humanism,'' as elaborated by the president. 


Conference Shift 


Reliable sources say, however, that the churches do not believe him, and that 
as a sign of displeasure a Roman Catholic Conference of bishops from a number 
of eastern and southern African states, scheduled for September, has been 
shifted from Lusaka to the Kenyan capital Nairobi. 
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While Kaunda (whose father was a Protestant missionary) tells us at the front 
door that he is a religious man, he is bringing in Marxism through the back 
door,'' one church source said. 


The new creed of scientific socialism is also seen in some quarters as a way 
for the hierarchy of UNIP to further entrench itself in power, and achieve 
greater social and political control with the 1983 elections in view. 


Joining the churches in criticism of scientific socialism are the powerful 
trade unions, with their core of support among the 60,000 miners on the 
northern Cupperbelt. 


At a press conference last month, Zambia Congress of Trade Unions President 
Federick Chiluba said ordinary Zambians could not be expected to make the sa- 
crifices implied by real socialism unless the ruling class was willing first 
to give up its considerable holdings--which Mr Chiluba clearly did not exrect 
to happen soon. 


Although the elections are still a year away, opposition from the churches and 
the unions could cause Mr Kaunda a major headache unless he finds a way to con- 
ciliate these important forces whose membership together probably accounts for 
half Zambia's population of six million. (A.F.P.) 
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ZULU ACTS TO ENSURE SECURITY FOR ALL

CSO: 


SECRETARY of State for Defence and Security Zulu 
has ordered the establishment of a: nation-wide civil 
defence system to ensure internal security and combat 


crime. 

This would entail the setting 
up of effective defence and 
security committees at all levels 
of the Party, places of work, 
parastatals and in the private 
sector. 

The measures were aimed at 
arresting the rising crime wave 
in Zambia. 

‘‘Our existence and peace is 
at stake. We shall have to do 
something dramatic, some- 
thing we have not done in a 
long time if we are to conquer 
erime”’. ~ tig 

He was addressing heads of 
parastatal orgamisations, pri- 
vate businessmen and leaders 
at lower levels of the Party at 
Lusaka’s Hindu Hall yester- 
day. 

Under the new system Mr 
Zulu ordered the formation of 
defence and security commit- 
tees at section, branch and 
ward levels. 

Each level would have a 
committee comprising about 
three people to be chosen by 
district governors. 

The section committees 
would be responsible for 
organising night patrols in 
each section. 
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The patrols would be carried 
out by volunteers and would be 
empowered to challenge any 
suspicious persons encounter- 
ed during the operation. 

The committees would be 
charged with determining who 
were undesirable elements in 
each residential area, how 
many peopie lived in each 
house and compile a list of 
visitors to the section. 


At places of work the 
defence committee would be 
responsible for identifying and 
reporting subversive activities 
whether by people in mana- 
gement or workers. 

The committee at section 
level would be reporting to the 
branch committee which in 
turn would report to the com- 
mittee at ward level. 

The final report would be 
submitted to the district com- 
mittee chaired by the governor 
and comprising district heads 
of police, intelligence, the 
army, immigration and other 
security bodies. 

All defence and security 
committees should meet once a 
month and review the security 
Situation in the area or organi-

sation under their jurisdiction. 

Mr Zulu appealed to heads 
of department, parastatals and 
businessmen to cooperate with 
the committees as their in- 
tentions were in the interest of 
the people. 

If effectively organised and 
well run the civil defence 
system: would be the 
the growing incidence of both 
violent and white collar crimes.

ASPIRING candidates in the forthcoming presidential 
and parliamentary elections basing their campaign on 
tribal lines will be blacklisted, Copperbelt Member of 
the Central Committee Mr Alex Shapi has warned. 


He was speaking at his office 
after a closed door meeting 
with all Copperbelt district 
governors in the conference 
room on Monday. 

“We don’t want to ap- 
proach the coming presidential 
and general elections on tribal 
lines. The Copperbelt Province 
especially, is non-tribal. It has 
brought people of all tribes 
together and therefore, anyone 
basing ‘his canvassing on tribe 
blacklists himself,’’ Mr Shapi 
said. 

Mr Shapi warned those can- 
vassing for support to be 
careful in their approach. 

Governors would start tour- 
ing their areas to mobilise 
farmers to plough their fields 
now so that they could be 
ready for early planting. The 
previous season had ‘‘taught 
us a lesson which must not be 
repeated’’. 

The objective was to ensure 
that farmers got their in-puts 
early starting from this month 
to avoid problems. 

The Party would involve the 
Zambia Congress of Trade 
Unions (ZCTU) and its affi- 
liates, the Zambia Federation 
of Employers (ZFE), coopera- 
tives and charitable organisa- 
tions in mobilising farmers and 
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other Party programmes such 
as the registration of voters 
starting next month. 

Party and Government 
leaders should help the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture by avail- 
ing their vehicles to trans 
port farm requisites to the 
rural areas. 

“If I am going to Nye- 
nyezi (about 40 km north of 
Ndola) and the agriculture 
officer says he has fertiliser to 
take there but has no trans- 
port, I’ll carry what can fit in 
the vehicle I’m using,’’ Mr 
Shapi said. 


He would have liked the 
Party and its Government to 
have bought more vehicles for 
the provinces for agricultural 
programmes whose success 
depended on transport. 

The Party in the province 
would coordinate whatever 
was available to make sure the 
programme succeeded. 


In Kabwe, Bwacha township 
residents have been banned 
from leaving the area without 
first getting greei. national 
registration and voters’ cards. 

Announcing the ban yester- 
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day, ward chairman for the 
area Mr Chisinga Zulu said 
people without voters’ cards 
should not visit friends and 
relatives in the township as 
from September 17. 

Kabwe Urban governor Mr 
Raphael Mapulanga endorsed 
the move, saying there was 
nothing sinister in Mr Zulu’s 
action. 

In a circular to all branch 
chairmen in the ward, dated 
August 24, Mr Zulu said in 
order to have an efficient and 
effective registration of voters 
in the ward beginning on 
September 27 and to ensure 
an overwhelming ‘‘Yes’’ vote 
for President Kaunda, ll 
people above 18 years old 
should be mobilised. 

He urged all those without 
cards to get them before 
September 27.

Asked whether the ban was 
constitutional, Mr Mapulanga 
replied: ‘‘The chairman has 
not deprived anybody the free- 
dom of movement.

JOURNALISTS RELEASED--HARARE--The release of two senior journalists from deten- 
tion was unconditional as far as he knew, the Chairman of Zimbabwe Newspapers, 
Dr Davidson Sadza, said yesterday. The two Herald staffers, who had been 
held without trial at Chikurubi maximum security prison near Harare for 28 
days, senior assistant editor Mr Aubrey McDowall (53) and senior reporter 
Bill Hipson (37) were released on Thursday. Neither of the two journalists, 
who were detained on the orders of the Minister of Home Affairs, Dr Herbert 
Ushewokunze, were present at the conference, attended by about 20 foreign 

and local reporters and cameramen. The original detention orders served 

on Mr McDowall and Mr Hipson, who is the newspaper's crime reporter, said 
they had been suspected of conduct "prejudicial to the good order and safety" 
of the State. The Herald, the country's largest daily, is owned by the Gov- 
ernment-appointed Mass Media Trust. Last week the Prime Minister, Mr Robert 
Mugabe, told visiting South African editors te detentions were "police action, 
pure and simple."' He said if they could not be brought to court they would 
be released. "I do not see any reason why they must continue to be held." 

Mr McDowall and Mr Hipson, who are both from Glasgow, Scotland, could have 
applied for a tribunal to review the grounds for their detention if they had 
not been charged after 30 days in custody. [Text] [Johannesburg THE CITIZEN
